With  us,  how- 
ever, the  wells  are  more  lasting.  les.s 
expensive  in  their  first  cost,  and  average 
much  hirger  in  their  Ti*>M.  The  chances 
of  making  big  strikes  are  also  two  to 
one  in  favor  of  the  uorthciist  and  inter- 
mediate districts.  For  tliese  reasons, 
the  future  preference  will  be  given  to 
localities  in  this  ^^cinitv.     The  Buffalo

Rice  Pcddino.— Boil  one  teacup  of 
rice  in  a  little  water  until  soft  ;  then 
add  one  quart  of  milk,  one  t<\icup  of 
sugar,  two  or  three  effgs,  one  taljle- 
spoonfnl  of  butter,  one  cup  of  raisins 
and  R  teaspoonful  of  salt.  Bake 
serve  with  cream  and  sugar. 

Fbto-  C.\ke.— Three  and  one-half 
cups  of  white  sugar,  three  cups  batter 
eight  cups  of  flour,  half  a  cup  best  mo- 
lasses, two  pounds  stoned  raisins  or  cur- 
rants, spice  to  taste,  two  teaspoons 
soda.  For  the  frosting  take  one  cup 
of  hue  white  sugar,  the  white  of  one 
egg,  half  a  teaspoon  of  pov.dered  starch, 
half  teaspoon  lemon.  The  eggs  .;houl«'l 
not  be  too  new  for  good  frosting  :  keep 
in  a  cool  plijpe,  and  you  will  fin.l  they 
will  make  a  better  frosting  than  very 
new  laid  eggs. 

To  CriE.v.v    Ti-x-CovEKs.— Mix  a  little 
of  the  finest  powdered  whiting  with  the 
least  drop  of  sweet  oil,    rub  the  covers 
well  with  it,  and  wipe  them  clean  ;  then 
some  dry  whiting  in  a  mnsUn  bag,  and 
lub  bright  with  dry  leather.     This  last 
18  to  prevent  rust,  which  the  cook  must 
guard  against  by  wiping  them  dry  and 
putting    them  by    the  fire  when   they 
come  from  the  dining  room,  for  if  but 
once  hung  up  damp  the  inside  will  rust. 
To  Clean  Paint.— Use  but  little  wa- 
ter at  a  time  ;    keep  it    warm  and  clean 
by  changing  often.     .\  flannel   cloth  is 
better  that  cotton.     Be  careful  of  soap. 
Put  but  a  little    soap   or   skim-milk  in 
the  water :    add  soap  to  the  dotli  when 
needed.     A  ehar[)  piece  of  soft  wood  is 
indispensable    for    the     corners;      the 
point  will   become   like  a   paint  brush. 
A  saucer    of  sifted   ashes,  used   where 
paint  is  badly  smoked  or  flv-specks  are 
I  thick,  is  better  than   soap.  *  Wipe  last 
with  a   clean,    wet    towel,  and   do   not 
spill  a  drop  of  water.     Never  put  soup 
on  glass  unless  it  can  be   well   rinse<i, 
which  can  never  be  tho  case  with   win' 
dows.      Wash   off  dirt    in  clean    warm 
water  and   <lry,  then    with    a  paste   .  f 
whiting  and   wjter,  and    with    a    little 
cloth,  place    a  little   in    the  center  ol 
each  pane.     With  another  cloth    rinse 
over  the  glass  ;     next  rub  off  with  a  ilry 
cloth  till  the  window  shines  like  crystal. 
Apple   Dcmplinos.  — Prepare    «lough 
just  as  for  biscuit,  and  make  in  dump- 
lings the  size   of  small    orange.;.     Wet 
a  hnen  cloth  ill    warm    w at«'r  and    thor- 
oughly "  flour-   one    side.      Place    this 
(floure.lside  up)  in  the  bottom  of   the 
steamer,  and,  after  rolling  each  dump- 
ling in  flour,  lay  it  on  a  linen  cloth  and 
immediately  set  over  a  kettle  of  boiling 
water,  allowing  the   dumphngw   thirtv- 
tive  minutes   to  cook,  and    not   permit- 
ting the    water   in   the  kettle   to  stop 
boiling  for  an    instant.     If   you   are  so 
unfortunate    as    to  have    no   steamer, 
make  juiit  as  directed,  above,  only   put 
less  di.jrteningiu  the  dough  and  make 
It   stiffen     Boil    the    same    length    of 
time.     While  the  dimiplings  are   cook- 
ing, pare,  core  and   stew  vour   apples, 
and  let  them  remain   where    they   will 
be  h.jt  when  the   dumplings  are  don.- 
Any  fnut  may  be  used  with  these'dump- 
lings.     In    the   early    .summer    canned 
apples  are  very  convenient.

Seaward,  the 
low  line  «n"  the  horizon  is  broken  by  no 
sail,  and  silence  broods  over 
thu  yloomy  spread  of  wa- 
Iftcs.  ~  TiacadJ'J  is  '  of  French 
origiiii  baring  been  settled  V»y  Basipie 
eolonists  Hooll  ftftrt'  the  peace  of 
Utrecht,  early  in  the  l?^h  c«ntiiry.  It 
was  p<K>r  II nd  iniserable  enough  from 
the  Urst,  liui  (iod's  t<h(>sen  cuifHi  fell 
upon  it,  toward  17(50,  when  tt  vesw-l 
fro!»<  the  Iteyaiit  was  wrecked  upon  its 
shores,  and  bales  df  oM  clothes,  teem- 
iug  with  plague  germs,  were  wdshed 
upon  the  sand.  A  terrible  postilem^e 
broke  out  add  fle^'i^nated  three  of  the 
surrounding  villages,  and  tfrhat  was 
worse,  its  seeds  remained.  From  that 
day  to  this,  Traeadie  bus  never  been 
purged  «f  tlie  malady. 

There  seems  to  be  no  ibAMtt  *o  doubt 
tbat  this  singular  disease  is  the  ancient 
leprosy,  or  the  elephanteasis  Graeco- 
ruuii  I  will  note  some  of  the  strange 
symptoms  of  this  Traeadie  distemper. 
'Tbrefe  stages  are  distinguished.  In  the 
first,  tue  Rkin  tfifee^  nu  a  morbid  dead 
whiteneHs.  Iu  th<>  second,  it  beeo'irifcs 
slightly  yellow.  In  the  third,  it  turns 
to  deep  red,  violet,  and  sometimes  even 
assumes  a  greenish  tinge.  Let  us  fol 
low  a  D'H*!  ilirough  those  different 
stagws.  The  jiatieiii  begiffw  by  exper- 
iencing a   b»irning   fever  and    racKihg 


ague,  a  stiffness  and  weakness  in  the 
joints,  a  heaviness  in  the  chest, rushing 
of  blood  to  the  head,  and  many  other 
seilsatittiiB  of  languor.  The  most  re- 
markable symptottl,  lioWevefA  Is  an 
utter  insensibility  to  pain.  The  leper 
can  bear  the  pricking  of  asharj>  instru- 
ment. Such  as  a  needle,  or  knife 
blade,  into  any  part  of  the  body  with- 
out feeling  burt.  xusian^es  a^e  given 
of  lepers  burning  hands  and  feet  with- 
out knowing  it.  In  one  case  it  wus  not 
till  tbo  smell  of  charred  flesh  had  at- 
tracted the  attention  of  a  third  person 
that  one  of  these  unfortunate  men  was 
rescued  from  a  fire  into  which  he  had 
fallen.  CJradually  the  whole  appear- 
ance of  the  skin  is  Replaced  by  yellow- 
ish spots,  generally  the  size  of  a  dollar 
piece.  These  spcts  »»re  at  first  separat- 
ed from  each  other,  bnt  little  by  little 
they  extend  their  circles,  until,  touch- 
ing together,  they  cover  the  whole 
body  with  a  faantle  of  rottenness. 
Theu  follows  i  swelling  of  the 
limbs,  and  the  bloating  of  the  body 
from  liead  to  foot,  until  finally,  the 
akin,  being  too  much  distended,  bursts, 
and  ulcers  of  .the  most  disgusting  sort 
breiUc  out.  Ihe  sk*n  ♦sikes.  a  shiny 
look,  as  if  it  were  varnished.  The 
flesh  between  the  thumb  and  forefinger 
shrivels.  The  extremities  of  the  bauds 
and  feet  grow  very  small,  and  in  some 
eases,  toes  and  Hngers  drop  from  their 
articulations  without  pilifi  tr»  t.b#»  sick 
man.  The  face  generally  very  much 
swolleil.  The  ears,  ;:bin  a'ud  cheek  are 
covered  with  tubercles,  i^ar^  ard  /ed, 
the  size  of  a  large  pea.  The  eyes.  liavC 
drawn  frt»ni  their  sockets,  are  afflicted 
with  a  kind  of  ca^ract,  which  some- 
times results  in  total  blindness.  In 
this  last  stage  the  color  of 
the  skin  is  usually  reddish  or  pmplish. 
The  end,  of  tohrse.  is  with  the  internal 
organs.  The  broucbipil  tribes,  become 
obstructed  and  gorged  with  the  tube 
role,  so  that  bieathing  finally  becomes 
mere  whistle,  and  the  patient  is  every 
moment  thr'^ai'^iiod  *?ith  suffocation. 
The  death  struggle  is  appaili:ig  b*yond 
that  of  any  other  known  disease.  A 
devoted  priest  who  has  attended  some 
of  these  cases  declares  that  they  sur- 
pass in  horror  auything  he  ever  wit- 
nessed, and  ready  as  he  is  to  fix  to  the 
relief  ot  any  form  of  human  misery, 
he  prays  God  never  to  behold  agtin  the 
death  of  a  leper. 
It  is  nut  an  l>pidemie.

The  Town  Cbnndil  of  Naples  has 
granted  to  Dr.  Ahtol:  Dohtu  the  bite  in 
the  Villa  Reale,  ou  which  he  is  to  tlect 
a  zoological  observatory  at  his  own  ex- 
pense. The  building  will  be  completed 
by  the  end  of  the  autumn,  and  is  to 
occupy  a  rectangular  area  100  feet  long 
aud  70  feet  broad,  facing  tl.e  eea,  and 
will  be  40  feet  iu  height.  In  the  base- 
ment will  t>e  cellars,  and  the  machinery 
and  arrangements  for  pumping  sea- 
water.  The  ground  floor  is  to  be  occu- 
pied by  the  puVilic  ntpiarium,  the  fee 
for  entrance  to  which  will  produce  a 
revenue  to  maintain  the  whole  estabUah- 
meut.  It  is  this  notion  of  supporting 
a  scientific  laboratory  through  the  co- 
operation of  the  public,  who  derive  an 
intelligent  pleasure  from  the  objects 
conuectetl  with  it,  which  is  the  most 
original  anil  important  feature  in  Dr. 
l>ohru'8  plan.  The  luiblic  aquarium 
will  contain  fifty-three  tanks.  When 
the  station  is  in  full  swing,  these  tanks 
will  be  stocked  iu  a  manner  quite  im- 
possible t>u  out  northern  shores.  Fishes 
of  all  kinils,'6f  the  most  brilliant  colors 
and  fantastic  forms,  such  as  one  sees 
in  the  Neapolitan  fish-market,  will  be 
there,  besides  such  interesting  forms 
as  Chima>ra,  Leptocephalus,  and  Am- 
phioxns,  also  transparent  yalpae.  Me- 
dusa;, and  floating  Polyps ;  several 
kinds  of  cuttle-fish,  the  argonaut,  the 
Lamp-shell,  nearlv  identical  with  that 
of  our  chalk  fossil  Fauna,  innumerable 
varieties  of  worms,  crabs,  lobsters  and 
shell  fish.  By  the  oonsttuit  supply  of  a 
current  of  fresh  sea  water,  these  ani- 
mals will  be  kept  alive,  and  may  t>e  ex- 
pected to  breed  and  fairly  settle  them- 
selves in  the  tank  of  the  aquarium.

There  were  also  u  large  number 
of  sheets  cut  full  of  holes  from  which 
the  rough  nickels  had  been  punched. 
^  Tlie  operators  had  been  very  com- 
plete iu  their  arrangeme'Jte.  The  dies 
were  finely  cut,  giving  a  very  clear  im- 
pression, the  finished  con  being  hardly 
distinguishable  from  the  genuine,  ex- 
cept by  a  trifling  irregilarity  iu  the 
lettering  of  the  word  •'  Cents,"'  which 
IB  more  to  the  left  of  tie  figure  "5" 
t'lau  in  the  genuine.  The  beading 
aroond  the  eilge  is  als'>  less  perfect, 
but  the  wot-kmanship  is  altogether  ex- 
cellent. The  inodics  operandi  was 
first  to  punch  out  a  lot  of  pieces  of 
metal  from  the  plates  under  the  press ; 
then  put  the  dies  iu  place  and  stamp 
the  impression ;  then  jmt  the  pieces 
through  the  rolling  machine  to  smoothe 
the  rough  edges.  The  press  has  pro- 
duced about  $40  iu  counterfeits  each 
Sunday  since  it  was  put  in  the  room 
last  September,  with  sv-me  few  excep- 
tions. 

The  ■  couutWrfeiters  xere  two  men 
named  John  Lumbergh  and  Dennis 
Riley,  who  had  rented  the  room  osten- 
sibly to  store  a  press  iu  it.  They  have 
been  arresttnl.

The  Pa>t  Winter  in  Knirlaiul  the  .Hihiest 
on  Record. 

From  the  New  York  Herald. 
While  we   ha\-^   been   having  one  of 
the    severtst    winters    on    record    our 
H-nglish  neighbors— separated   from  us 
only    oy    the    Atlantic  "  canal '—have 
been  particularly  blessed.

A  Minnesota  genius  has  inyented  and 
applied  for  a  patent  on  a  water  yeloci- 
pede.     It  is  composed  of  two  air  cham- 
bers, cylinilrical  in  form,  eight   feet  in 
length,  and  about  a  foot  in  diameter, 
placed  in  a  parallel  position,    forming 
the  boat  proper,  or   so  much   of   it   as 
rests    upon    the     water.     Serpentine 
flanges  or  screws  extend  the  full  length 
of  each  cylinder,  and  are  the  propellers. 
On  a  platform  above,    a    one-wheeled

Bounties  for  Enlisted  Slares. 

The  Secretary  of  War  has  transmitted

Under  the  exist- 
ing laws,  slaves  enlisted  subsetinent  to 
July,  1864,  are  entitled  to  a  bounty  the 
same  as  freemen.  The  number  enlisted 
previous  to  JiUy,  1864,  and  who  are 
allowed  bounty  under  the  bill  pen.ling 
in  the  MiUtary  Commi'^tee,  is  21,537, 
and  OS  this  number  at  least  one -fifth 
Jiave  forfeited  any  claim  upon  the  gov- 
ernment  by  desertion  and  other  causes 
Ihe  Secretary  states  that,  in  case  the 
bill  pa-sses.  !^2,000,000  will  be  required 
to  i)ay  the  bounty  allowed.

The  fount  in  which  Rubens  was  bap- 
tiaeil  still  e.Msts    in    the    church,    and 
liero  it  was  that   tiio    obsequies  of  the 
lirtdy  Shrocder  weri>  performed  accord- 
ing to   the    enstoni    of  that  age,  when 
death  inspirt>d    feelings    of  piety   and 
contidence  rather  than   of  terror.     Tho 
botly  of  the  defeased    was   dressed  in 
white  silk,    covered    with    flowers.     A 
coronet  was    placed    on  her    head,  and 
her  thin,  white     liiigi-ni   were    adorned 
with  the  same  rings  she    hud  worn  dur- 
ing her    life-time.

A    correspondent    of    the     London 
'J'imos  writes  from  Australia  : 

With  a  fine  climate  and  fair  elbow 
room,  with  how  moderate  an  amount  of 
labor  «-an  lile  l>c  comfortably  sustained. 
When  traveling  in  this  country  we  dis 
cover  how  many  of  our  wants  are 
ni»u'(!ly  fanciful  and  factiti.nis,  wIkui 
we  se(i,  whithersoever  wo  go,  tliroilgh 
districts,  mining,  agricultural,  <jr  jias- 
toral,  how  mneli  solid  jirosperity  is  en- 
joyeil  by  niiineriMis  families  upon 
means  which  at  first  sight  appear  to  lie 
(|uite  inadei|uate  to  tho  actual  results. 
We  gradually  wake  up  to  the  thought 
how  hard  ni<-n  will  work  upon  their  own 
land. 

Take,  by  way  of  illustration,  a  repre- 
Hcntative  case,  whicli  will  come  home 
to  working  men's  minds  with  more 
force  than  would  any  general  statement 
as  to  the  prosperity  of  any  particular 
class.  At  the  top  of  a  mountain,  about 
three  miles  boyoinl  Marysville,  the 
traveler  coin(*s  upon  a  little  honucstead 
of  some  live  acres,  with  a  wo«Kleii  cot- 
tag(c  on  it  of  the  most  hiinibh*  kind. 
Its  oecupanis  an;  a  man  and  his  wifo 
and  four  children,  the  eldest  iKjt  more 
than  twelve  years  old.  Tin;  land,  like 
most  of  the  hill  lands  of  this  c(juntry, 
is  a  rich,  brown  chocolate  soil,  divideil 
into  a  gard(>n  and  a  plantation,  and 
paddock  f<a'  the  eow  and  tlio  lujrse, 
while  geese,  ducks,  fowls  and  goats 
range  over  the  bush  beyiuid.  In  the 
garden  was  growing  a  fine  batMi  of 
[xttatoes,  besides  idhor  vegetables,  in- 
terspersed at  short  intervals  with  apple, 
pear,  plum,  and  peach  trees.  In  a 
paddock  beyond  was  a  crop  of  oats  just 
coining  into  ear.  Hero  seemed  to  be 
evidence  of  human  iinlnstry  far  ex- 
ceeding the  force  of  the  little  family 
we  saw. 

The  free  and  easy  life  of  the  bush 
secured  lis,  although  the  owner  was 
from  home,  a  frank  and  hearty  wel- 
come, as  we  asked  leave  of  the  wife  to 
look  at  the  garden,  of  which  it  was 
ipiite  evident  she  was  very  jjroud.  The 
husband,  as  we  learned,  occasionally 
worked  as  a  carrier  on  the  road,  anil 
when  unemployed  at  that  he  turned  to 
his  farm,  "  where,"'  as  his  wife  said, 
"there  was  always  enough  to  do."  His 
life,  however,  was  not  one  of  unmiti- 
gated toil,  as  any  one  could  see  from 
the  gun  and  fi.shing  rod  resting  on  their 
appropriate  pegs.  With  the  fishing 
tackle  he  could  get  his  dish  of  black- 
libh  or  bream  from  the  stream  down  in 
the  gully  ;  and  with  his  gnu  he  made 
play  amoug  wild  duckf;,  wallaby,  and 
oppossums  at  his  diBcretion.  The  skins 
of  the  black  oppossiim  he  sometimes 
of  an  evening  prepared  for  the  farrier, 
and,  as  tliere  ^u^  no  church  or  chapel 
within  tliroe  miles  of  him,  I  suspect 
that  a  good  part  of  "  the  day  of  rest  " 
was  given  to  an  accordeon  (which  was 
on  a  little  shelf),  and  to  the  weekly 
uewspai>er,  left  by  the  Woods  Point 
coach,  as  it  i)assed  his  gate. 

Here,  then,  was  a  miniature  home- 
stead, producing  almost  every  necessa- 
ry of  life  within  itself.  A  few  pounds 
a  year  provided  the  whole  family  with 
clothes,  the  bao;  of  Hour,  and  the  in- 
dispensable tea  and  sugar.  "Our  poul- 
try and  eggs  pay  for  all  that,"  said  the 
wife,  and  if  we  are  not  very  rich,  we 
are  at  any  rate  very  happy."  "If  any 
of  your  children  are  taken  ill,*'  where 
do  you  get  a  dot  tor?"  we  inquired. 
"  They  never  are  ill,"  she  answered; 
"and  if  they  were,  there  is  no  doctor 
nearer  than  Alexandria,  twcnty^mUes 
ofi"."  This  sample  of  the  verj-  humblest 
form  of  .Australian  life  is,  at  the  least, 
human,  healthy,  and  hopeful,  which  is 
more  than  can  be  said,  of  the  life  of  the 
courts  and  alloys  of  London,  and  other 
large  cities  of  the  Old  World.

New  Use  for  Flax  >»eed. 

An  English  paper  has  a  statement 
which  indicates  a  new  use  for  flax  seed, 
ami  which  will  be  interesting  to  all 
Western  farmers,  showing' a  probable 
increase  of  value  for  this  crop  : 

"The  new  use  is  in  the  manufacture 
of  an  article  called   lincolum,    deriving 
the  name  from  linum  and  oeum.     It  is 
said  that  it  will   be   a   rivd   of  caout- 
chouc,  or  as  it  is    commonly  called, 
India  rubber.     The  new  aiticle  is  man 
ufactured  of  linseed  oil  by  oxidizing  it 
until  it  is  solidified  into  a  resinous  sub- 
stance, as  we  frequently  fir  d  it  when  it 
has  been  exposed   to   the   atmosphere. 
It  is  stated  that  in  this  state  it  is  com- 
bined with  resinous  gums  ind  other  in 
gredientti,      whereupon      it      assumes 
the        appearance        aud      moat       of 
the     properties      of      India      rubber. 
Like  India  rubber,  it  can  be  dissolved 
into  a  cement  and   used    ii  the  manu- 
facture of  the  material     for  water  proof 
clothing.     It  can  be  used  as  varnish  for 
the  protection  of  iron  or  wood,  or  for 
coating  ship-bottoms.     It  lo  as  good  as 
a  common  cement,  having  the  proper- 
ties similar  to   the  marite  glue  maiie 
from  India  rubber   and   sliellac.     It  is 
easily  vulcanized    by  exposure  to  heat, 
aud  by  this  means  becomes  as  hard  as 
the  hardest  wood,  and    capable  of   the 
finest  polish.     The   variety  of   uses  to 
which    it   can    be   applied  in  this  form 
will  at  once  suggest  themselves  to  the 
reader 

The  mauufacture  of  lincolum  has 
thus  far  been  made  to  jroduce  floor 
cloth,  for  whicli  it  has  >roved  itself 
well  adapted.  Combined  with  ground 
coik,  it  is  spread  on  a  sto  it  canvas,  the 
biK'kof  which  is  afterwards  waterproof- 
ed with  oxidized  oil.  'J  he  fabric  is 
then  printed  by  means  of  blocks  in  the 
ordinary  way."  The  floor  cloth  thus 
produced  is 'pliable,  nois.?lcss  to  walk 
upon,  washes  well,  jireserres  its  color, 
and  rolls  up  like  an  ord  .n:iTy  carpet. 
It  is  very  durable,  aud  its  component 
parts  will  not  decompose  by  heat  ox 
expcsure  to  the  air  or  sun  as  will  India 
rubber."

The  deduc- 
tion from  this  fact  appears  to  be  that 
the  British  Government  does  not  an- 
ticipate hostilities  from  any  quarter  at 
this  time. 

Turicey,  which  we  are  inclined  to 
designate  as  the  "sick  man  '  of  Eu- 
rope, has  vet  the  very  respectable 
standing  army  of  7t.X»,000  strong,  and 
numerically  but  a  fraction  lees  than  the 
aggregate  of  the  Russian  army. 

The  Moscow  Gazette  says  that  five 
scientific  expeditions  are  to  be  sent  to 
different  cofmtries  in  1874  to  observe 
the  transit  of  Venus  over  the  sun's 
disc.  The  cost  is  estimated  at  45,000 
roubles. 

German  newspapers  are  discussing 
the  various  cases  of  poisoning  by  va- 
nilla ices,  which  have  occurred  of  late 
years  in  Paris,  Altoiia,  Munich,  Vienna, 
and  other  places.  One  theory  concern- 
ing these  poisonings  is  that  the  poison 
is  in  the  vanilla,  and  it  is  produced  by 
the  use  of  cashewaut  oil  to  besmear  the 
vanilla  pods. 

England  pays  over  £2lX).(HK)  annmUly 
to  her  contine'ntal  ueighlmrs  for  toys. 
The  larger  part  come  from  Hollana, 
although  they  are  not  all  imide  there. 
The  hamlets  in  the  gre.d  Thunugian 
forest  aud  the  agricultural  ;>'f  "ote  of 
Franconia  furnish  much  of  /he  supidy 
through  the  Dutch  miirket  Nurem- 
berg  especnally  being  a  gtvat  center  for 
their  ejection  from  the  peasantry. 
The  toys  made  in  Franconia  arc  chiefly 
nietal,*and  the  paste  tens  come  mainly 
from  Saxony.  The  womlen  toys  are 
fitshioneil  almost  wholly  on  primitive 
lathes. 

SiAM  has  a  city  of  veiled  women.  In 
it  live  uiue  thousand  people,  every  one 
of  them  females,  with  none  ol  the  tynuit 
sex  to  molest  them  or  make  them 
afraid.  Of  this  uiue  thousand,  one 
thousand  are  the  aristocrats  ;  the  other 
eight  thousand  are  Jirtisans,  trades- 
women, servants,  etc.  The  walls  aro 
guarded  by  female  sentinels ;  the  pe^-e 
18  prescived,  as  well  as  it  can  be  When 
so  many  female  tongues  are  frwarmmg, 
by  female  police ,  and  onct>  a  week  the 
female  militar>',  horse  aud  foot,  t>er 
form  their  evolutions  on  the  grand  pa- 
rade.

Whitemno  Flannel. — Immerse  the 
tlauuel  for  ae.d  hour  in  a  diliite  solution 
of  aeid  sulphate  id'  soda,  and  then  stir 
in  a  dilute  of  hydrocldoric  aeid  in  pro- 
p«.>rtiou  of  one  part  of  acid  to  fifty  of 
vater.  The  vessel  is  then  to  be  cover- 
ed over  and  allowed  to  remain  for  a 
quarter  of  an  hour,  when  the  articles 
are  to  be  removed  and  thoroughly  wash- 
ed. 

To  Varnish  Dr.vwings,  Painti-vos  in 
AV.\TEK  Colors,  or  any  kint»  of  Paper 
OR  Caud  Work. — Take  some  clean 
pari'hment  cuttings,  boil  them  in  water 
in  a  clean  glazed  pipkin  till  they  pro- 
ihice  a  very  clear  size,  strain  it  and 
keep  it  ftu-  u^e.  Give  your  work  two 
coats  of  the  above  size,  passing  quick- 
ly over  the  work,  not  to  disturb  the 
colors  ;  when  dry  proceed  as  before  di- 
rected with  your  Viwuish. 

CocieKOACHEs. — A  simall  quantity  of 
carbolic  acid  in  paste  for  laying  paper 
hangings,  and  in  whit*;wash,  will  repel 
c«>ckroacbes  and  ill  other  insects.  It 
mil  also  uentraUze  the  disagreeable 
iKior  consequent  upon  the  tkcomposi- 
tion  of  the  paste,  which  in  newly  pre- 
pared walls  is  sometimes  very  oppres- 
sive. The  cheapest  and  best  form  of 
carbolic  acid  is  crystal,  which  dissolves 
in  water  at  an  excess  of  temperature. 

Facts  About  Colors* —  A  spoonful 
of  ox  gall  to  a  gallon  of  water  will  set 
the  colors  of  almost  any  goods  Roaked 
in  it  previou.sly  to  washing.  A  tea-cup 
of  lye  in  a  pail  of  water  will  improve 
the  color  of  black  pix>d».  Nankin 
should  lie  in  lye  before  being  washed  ; 
't  sets  the  color.  A  strong  tea  of  com- 
aou  hay  will  preserve  the  color  of 
French  linen.s.  Vinegar  in  the  rinsing 
water  for  pink  or  green  calicoes  will 
brighten  them.  Soda  answers  the 
same  end  for  both  purple  and  blue. 

To  PcRiFT  A  Room. — Set  a  pitcher  of 
■water  in  a  room,  and  in  a  few  hours  it 
■will  h;ive  absorbed  ail  the  respired 
gases  in  the  room,  the  air  of  which 
will  become  purer,  but  the  water  per- 
fectly filthy.  The  colder  the  water  is, 
the  greater  the  compacity  to  contain 
these  g»ses.  At  ordinary  temperature 
-a  pail  of  water  will  contain  a  pint  of 
ammonia.  Tlie  capacity  is  nearly 
doubled  by  reducing  the  water  to  the 
temperature  of  ice.  Hence  water  kept 
in  a  room  awhile  is  always  unfit  for 
use.  For  the  same  reason  the  water 
from  a  pump  should  always  bo  pumped 
«»«t  in  th^  morning  before  any  of  it  is 
n-ed.  Impure  water  is  more  injuriousi 
*hs4i  impure  air. 

llfcMEDY  roR  P.UNFCT.Wou.NPs.— Take 
a  pan  or  shovel  with  bnrniL,g  coals  and 
sprinkle  upon  them  commun  brown  pu- 
gar,  and  hold  the  wounded  part  iu  the 
smoke,  in  a  few  minutes  the  pain  will 
be  allayed  and  recovery  proceeds  rapi»!- 
ly.  In  my  own  case  a  rusty  nail  had 
made  a  bad  wound  in  the  bottom  of  my 
foot.  The  pain  and  nervous  irritation 
was  severe.  Tkis  was  all  removed  by 
holding  it  in  the  hmoke  for  fifteen  min- 
utes, and  I  was  ablfe  to  resume  my  read- 
ing ni  comfort  We  have  often  recom- 
mended it  to  otli«-rs  with  lite  resTilts. 
Last  week  one  of  my  men  had  a  finger 
uail  torn  out  by  u  pair  of  ice  tongs.  It

Held  in  sugar  smoke 
for  twenty  minutes,  the  pain  ceased, 
and  it  pi-^jmises  hpeedy  recovery. — Cor.

Rodman  A-  Bro.,  dry  goods  merchants, 
when  the  glasi  broke,  and  a  triangular, 
Kharp-pointe<l  piece  of  thick  glass, 
nearly  two  inches  long  from  base  to 
point,  and  nearly  half  an  inch  wide  at 
the  ba.se,  pierced  ttie  fleshy  part  of  his 
lest  arm  near  the  elbow.  The 
wound,  of  i-ourse,  gave  him  a 
goo<l  deal  of  pain  at  the  time,  and  for 
some  weeks  subsequently.  His  physi- 
cian probed  it  very  carefully,  but  could 
find  no  glass.  Nine  months  aftf^rwards 
a  small  piece,  a  half  inch  long,  came 
out  at  the  place  it  went  iu.  JJut,  more 
wonderful  still,  on  the  Ist  of  last  Octo- 
l>er — four  years  and  five  months  after 
it  went  in — the  long  piece  of  glass 
above  mentioned,  presented  one  of  its 
|K)ints  at  the  surfiice,  on  the  side  of 
the  arm  opposite  to  where  it 
went  in  ;  and  yesterday  af- 
ter remaining  imbedded  in  the  musrde 
*it  his  arm  just  five  y«  ars  and  (^ne  month 
bIowIv  working  its  way  through.  Mr. 
f»ray  applirU  a  forceps  to  ft  and  pulled 
it  out.  .Strange  to  relatet  Mr.  Gray 
liad  used  his  arm  all  the  time  without 
inconvenience  from  this  large  piece  of 
glass -in  fact,  most  #»f  the  time  in  en- 
tire Ignorance  of  its  existence.  A 
Khghtly  burning  or  tingling  sensation, 
at  times  lu  the  muscle  where  it  was 
imbedded,  was  all  the  remiuiler  it  gave 
him  of  the  severe  wouml  that  marked 
its  entrance.

Tht»  "(heat  American  Desoit  " 
which  wt>  schoolboys  a  quarter  of  a 
ccntuar\  ago  saw  on  the  map  i.f  North 
.Viiierii'a  has  disappeared  at  the  snort 
of  the  iron  horse;  coal  and  iron  are 
found  to  abound  on  the  plains  as  soon 
as  the  railroad  kiugshaveneed  of  them; 
the  very  desert  becomes  fruitful,  and 
at  Hunil»oldt  Wells,  on  the  Central 
Pacitii-  Kailroad,  in  the  midst  of  the 
sage-brush  ami  alkali  country,  you  will 
see  ciuii,  wheat,  potatoes,  and  bruits  of 
ditVereiit  kind.<  growing  luxuriantly, 
with  the  hclj)  of  culture  and  irrigation; 
proving  that  this  vast  tract,  long  sup- 
posed to  be  worthless,  neetls  only  skil- 
ful treatment  to  become  valuable. 

One  cannot  help  but  speculate  upon 
what  kind  of  men  we  Americans  sliall 
be  when  all  these  now  desolat»<  plains 
are  filled,  when  cities  shall  be  found 
where  now  only  the  lonely  depot  or  the 
infrequent  cabin  stands  ;  when  the  iron 
and  coal  i>f  these  regions  shall  have  be- 
come the  foundation  of  great  manufac- 
turing populations;  and  when,  per- 
haps, the  whole  continent  will  Ije  cov- 
ered by  our  stars  and  stripes.  No  other 
nation  has  ever  spread  over  so  largo  a 
territory  or  so  diversified  a  surface  as 
ours.  From  tho  low  sea-washed  shores 
of  the  Atlantic  your  California  journey 
carries  you  to  boundless  plains  which 
lie  nearly  as  high  as  the  summit  of  Mt. 
Washington.  Americans  are  digging  sil- 
ver in  Colofado  three  thousand  feet 
higher  than  the  highest  point  of  the 
white  Mountains.  At  Virginia  City, 
in  Nevada,  one  of  the  busiest  centres 
of  golil  mining,  the  travelers  tind  it 
hard  to  draw  in  breath  enough  for  rapid 
motion,  and  many  persons,  when  they 
lirst  arrive  there,  suffer  from  bleeding 
at  the  nose  by  reason  of  the  rarity  of 
the  air.  Again,  in  Maine  half  the  far- 
mer's year  is  spent  in  accumulating 
supplies  for  the  other  and  fresher  half ; 
all  over  the  Northern  States  the  prepar- 
ation for  winter  is  an  important  part  of 
our  lives ;  but  in  San  Francisco  the 
winter  is  the  pleasantest  part  of  the 
year.

How  Wliitlier  First  Hecaine  Known. 

How  William  Lloyd  Garrison  came 
to  find  out,  forty  years  ago,  John  O. 
Whittier,  ai)d  how  Whittiiefg  pofetioal 
career  was  developed,  is  i,hu8  narrated 
by  a  gentleman  who  knows  the  facts  : 
Mr.  Garrison  was  then  editing  a  weekly 
paper  in  his  native  town  of  Newbury- 
port,  and  the  other  was  at  work  on  his 
father's  farm  in  East  Haverhill,  and 
was  uukuowii  beyond  tlie  limits  of  Ah 
obscure  village."  One  ihotntng  Mt. 
Garrison  picked  from  the  lloor  of  his 
olfice  t-ntry  a  poetical  effusion, 
written  on  coarse  paper  with 
blue  ink.  Thinking,  at  first 
sight,  that  it  was  a  common  doggerel, 
he  was  about  to  consign  it  to  his  waste 
basket,  but  on  reading  it  he  found  it  to 
be  poctrv-  of  more  than  ordinary  merit. 
It  Was  iMiblished  in  the  jPree  Pr'es*,  ami 
was  followed  hy  olher  pieces  of  still 
greater-  merit.  Anxious  to  know  the 
author  of  these  annoymous  contribu- 
tions, Mr.  Garrison  made  intjuiries  of 
the  post-rider,  who  inforbleil  him  that 
eve»y  v.eek  he  left  a  parcel  of  papers 
with  a  boy  at  a  farm-house  in  Ea.st 
Haverville.  Mr.  Garrison  at  once  rode 
to  this  .secluded  locality,  which  has 
since  become  so  well-known  to  the  read- 
ers of  "Snow  Bound."  ifrhnrn  he 
found  the  voiiLhful  poet,  a  bashful 
boy  at  woi-K  with  his  father,  who, 
though  a  man  of  excellent  sense,  and 
a  degiee  of  intelligence  which  made 
him  a  sort  of  oracle  among  his  neigh* 
bors.  was  decidedly  unitarian  in  his 
views,  and  was  anything  but  pleaRed 
with  the  literary  taste  of  his  sou.  Mr. 
Garrison  earnestly  entreated  him  to 
[il  ice  no  restraints  upon  the  tiofctical 
tendencicii  of  the  gJfttil  boy  who  stood 
befdrt?  hihi,  little  dreaming  thai  he  was 
t«j  be  an  efficient  co-laborer  in  the  re- 
form to  which  he  was  about  consecrat- 
ing the  best  years  of  his  life,  and  that 
the  poet  would  live  to  c*l»'b**atb  lu  im- 
mortal v»rt5e  Uie  downfall  of  American 
shivery.

Th«"re  was  a  burglatr  iti  nh  Alhtiny 
jewelrv  store  oh  the  night  of  the  2d 
instaui,  and  one  of  the  several  skilful 
devices  to  which  the  burglars  resorted 
to  prevent  detection  while  operating  on 
the  safe  was  the  following:  On  a 
work  bench  on  the  south  side  of  the 
shop  a  .small  looking  glass  is  placed,  in 
front  of  which  is  a  gas  burner.  This 
small  glass  reflects  the  back 
of  the  safe  on  the  large  glass, 
and  those  who  pass  the  store 
have  a  full  view  of  it.  The  burglars, 
to  conceal  their  operations,  had  pre 
pared  a  curtain  made  of  dark  green 
muslin,  across  which  dark  muslin 
striljes  welre  sewed,  to  represent  the 
bars  on  the  back  of  the  safe.  The 
muslin  was  tacked  on  small  wooden 
strips  after  the  burglars  entered  the 
premises,  and  was  hung  over  the  large 
mirror.  It  was  well  calculated  to  de- 
ceive the  patrolling  watchman,  and, 
but  for  his  suspicions  being  aroused 
early  in  the  evening  by  obs^^rvinfe  tt^o 
or  three  strange  characters  in  the  vi- 
cinity, they  might  have  operated  suc- 
cessfully. On  passing  the  store  he 
noticed  that  the  reflection  of  the  back 
of  the  safe  in  the  glass  was  darker  than 
UHUsal,  and  he  shook  the  door  three  or 
four  times.  Ileceiving  no  response 
from  the  inside  wat<'hraan,  his  sus- 
picion that  something  was  wrong  was 
strengthened,  and  breaking  open  the 
doors,  found  that  his  interference  had 
been  too  long  delayed,  for  the  robbers 
had  retreated. —  \\orcf:s(«:r  Spy.

House. — Several  bills  were  introduced

A  StnrtlliiK   Story  of  "Wall  Streti  t\tt. 

Krom  the  New  York  HUr. 

Since  tile  rttty«  of  young  Ketohum's 
frauds— by  the   way    wllfere    it»   young 
Ketchnm   now?— Wall  street  ha«  had 
no  really  first  class  sensation,    with  the 
exctfptioh  of  the  "Black  Friday  "  panic. 
A  fi'W  day«  since,    however,  it  transpir- 
ed that  a  young  tnali,  hntned  J.  Elmore 
l>avifl,  a  juniot-  Jiartner  of  the  firm  of 
Davis  &  Giinn,  one  doot  from  the  cor- 
ner of  Wall  street  and  Broad,  had  been 
regularly      engaged      during      several 
months  past   in   raising    money  on  se- 
curities which  tlid    not   belong  to  him. 
As  has  bel'ii  Hliid,   young    Davis  hehl  a 
small  proiirletnfy  iiltefftRt   ill   the   firm 
of  which  liis  father  was  senior  fiartner. 
Mr.  Davis,  senior,  is  a  gentleman  well- 
kdowh  bil  the  street  ahd   in  New  York 
social  circles,  living  ih  nafidsoihe  style 
in  Twenty-seventh  street,    and  keeplbg 
his  horse    and    carriage.     His    family 
consists  of  himself,  wife,  two  tlaughters 
(one  of  whom  was  to  have  been  mar- 
ried next  week),  undone  uon,  the  young 
man  spukeh  of. 

For  the  past  two  yearn  yotlhg  tiavis 
had  led  a  very  fast  life,  having,  bcttides 
two  fast  horses  and  the  ci  cetera  of 
fashionable  frivolty,  a  share  in  a  pri- 
vate theatre  situated  up  town.  In 
these  Ways  his  money— hberftUy  «up- 
plied  him  by  his  father— has  gone,  and 
the  money  of  others  with  it. 

The  first  intimation  he^.  hfld  of  the 
crash  was  some  six  days  ago,  when  a 
prominent  Wall  street  man,  residing  in 
Brooklyn,  who  held  some  |;i.'3,(J00 worth 
of  securities  from  young  Davis,  drew 
upon  the  firm  iu  the  ordinary  course  of 
biiHinesH  for  the  mont>y.  It  so  hap- 
pened that  the  real  securities,  in  the 
possessioh  of  alldthor  broker,  had  that 
same  day  be<;n  presented  to  Mr.  f)unn, 
the  second  member  of  the  firm.  An 
{(•faircisscrnrnt  ensued,  and  it  was 
speedily  discovered  that  the  seciu-ities 
were  forged. 

"Who  did  yotl  get  thetn  of?"  asked 
old  Mr.  Dans. 

"  tout-  Boti,  sir  "  rejilied  the  breker. 
"My  son  John!     impossible!" 
But    it    was    not    only  possible,  but 
true.     John     Elmore     Davis    was    on 
that  morning  engaged  with  a  friend  out 
of  the  city.     He  had  not  the  remotest 
idea  th*t'the  crime  was  discovered,  and 
did  not  return  hdme  to  Twenty-seventh 
street    till    late.     Arrived  thfeJ-C,    how- 
ever, he  found  his  poor  old  father  who 
had   borne  an  honorable  reputation  on 
Wall    street    for  forty  years  sitting  up 
for  hint.     The  young  man  was  slightly 
intoxicated,  biit  the  bitter  reproaches 
of  hia  father  brought  him  to  his  senses. 
But    tlie    Worst    was   not  yet  know. 
Thirty-five  thouasnd    dollars   wds  hiit 
a  small  drop  in   the    financial    bucket. 
The  next  day  fresh  frauds  were  discov- 
ered, amounting,  including  the   forged 
securities,  to  ovei  a  finBrt.et  of    a    mil- 
lion of  dollars !     The  broker  who   had 
held  the  original  ^35,000  worth  of  secu- 
rities had  friends  who  also  held  securi- 
ties, obtained  from  Davis,  and  the  mo- 
ment the  whisper  went  round  that  they 
were  "  not  good,"  the  office  of  Davis  & 
duhh  itils  besieged.     It  is  stated   that 
no  less  than  thirteen  proiiiinect  housec 
in  Wall  street   were  bitten,  and  every 
one  declares  that  it  was  the  reputation 
of  the   house,    and  not  young    Davis 
himself  that  led   to   it.     The  firm,    of 
course,  became  responsible  for  the  full 
amount  of  the  framls,  and  toth«  credit 
of  hitman  nature  be  it  said,  Mr.  Ounn, 
the  secouil  tjartner,  expressed  his  wil- 
lingness that  the  whole  of  the  losses 
shall  fall  upon  the  house,  the  partners 
to  share  alike  in  suppljang  the   deficit. 
Old   Mr.    Davis,    however,    would   not 
hear  of  it.     It  is  said  that  when  Mr 
Gunn  made  his  proposition  he  declared 
that  so  long  as  his  private  fortune  held 
out.  he  would  "^obv  up  himself." 

Already  over  $100,tXKJ  of  the  debt 
has  lieen  wiped  out,  and  Mr.  Davis  ex- 
presses his  willingness  to  redeem  the 
whole  of  the  forged  securities  within 
th^e»  months.  The  young  man  has 
made  a  full  confession:  and  has.  it  is 
reported,  departed  for  Brazil.  At  all 
events  he  has  left  New  York,  leaving 
behind  him  a  legacy  of  fraudulent  debts 
and  a  ruined  home.

The  most  remarkable  fact  in  this  con- 
nection is  the  great  number  of  hard^ 
varieties  and    even    evergreens  whicii 
have    beeu     killed     in    coiiBequence 
of      the     lack     of       Mow      proteo 
tion.        Now        that         the         frost 
has  left  the  ground,  it  has   been    fount, 
tliatfrom  Virginia  to  Canada,  and  from 
the  eastern  slout;  of  the  Kocky    Moun- 
taihs  t(j  thti  Atlantic,  the  nveri^reeuB  are 
either  dead  or  dying.     Norwt  y  spruce, 
pines,  arbor  vitfp,  junipers,    ihododen- 
drons,  and  dwarf  and  standar  J  roses  in 
nurseries  and    private   gardens,    have 
succumbed  to  the  extreme  cold   weath- 
er and    trying  winds,    and  millions  of 
dollars  in  the  aggregate  have  been  lost. 
The  Long  Island   and    Ntiw  Jersey 
nurseymen  have  been  heavy  losers,  and 
many  persons    living    on    th*  Hudson 
Kivet-  Imnks  find  that  their  j^ivate  gar- 
dens have  been  almost  ruined.      Many 
nurserymen  on  Long  Island  have  lost 
their  entire  stock,  and  the  dpsttuction 
among  the   class    of    New    Jersey   has 
beeti  nearly  as  great.  In  the  latter  case 
it  has  been  n(jticed,a8  a  peculiar  eflfect 
that  plants  which  were  shaded  from  the 
winter  sun  have  escaped   the  worst  ef- 
fects of  the  Hcason,  aud  may,  with  much 
trouble,  be  saved. 

PrO:^f>eet  Park  and  Central  Park  have 
not  b(>en  spitfed, and  many  plints  which 
hav<.'  liitherto  withstootl  siiocessfully 
the  rigors  of  our  cold  set»soa  were 
blighted.  The  destruction  :  n  Central 
Park  is  very  great.  The  blaiited  cedars 
stand  thick  with  yellow  and  rustling 
leaves  among  the  living  veidure,  and 
present  tlie  only  sign  of  decay  ever 
seen    in      the    Park.     Thesi?    eyesores

In  Massachusetts  the  strawberries 
have  also  suflered  terribly,  t  nd  it  Is  the 
judgment  of  some  of  the  most  experi- 
enced hortienlturists  that  aearly  one- 
half  of  the  strawberry  vines  in  New 
England  were  killed  by  the  severe 
winter. 

Many  reasons  arc  assigned  for  this 
wholesale  destruction.  Btlt  the  one  we 
cited  at  the  outset  is  undoubtedly  the 
c'orrcct  theory.  By  some  p<  rsons  it  is 
contended  that  the  warm  dsys  in  Feb- 
ruary gave  the  plants  an  early  start,  as 
if  spring  had  really  opened,  and  when 
they  were  swelling  into  rewlife  the 
temperature  changed  aga.n  to  hard 
winter,  freezing,  with  told  March 
winds.  Others  believe  that  vegetation 
was  killed  early  in  tbe  seascn.

A  Paris  correspondent,  under  date  of 
April  22d,  writes  to  the  London  Tele- 
graph ! 

"I  witncfl.sed  a  curious  and  lonehlng 
scene  liere  yesterday.  The  Pniires  of 
the  Orleans  family,  taking  advantage 
of  the  Chateau  of  Versailh^s  being 
empty,  owing  to  the  absence  i?f  the  As- 
sembly, brought  all  their  children— 
Htmic  of  them  little  todilling  things 
that  cotlld  hardly  walk  -to  see  the 
celebrated  palace,  and  to  read  in  its 
well-known  picture  galleries  the 
history         tif         Prance  and         of 

their  own  ancestors.  Several  of 
the  party— notably  the  Duked'Aumale, 
the  Prince  de  Ji>iiiville  and  the 
Duke  de  Nemours— were  quite  young 
men  when  thev  last  looked  at  these 
memorials  of  tteir  cumntry's  ghiry,  W- 
fore  the  revoiutiou  of  1848.  They  are 
now  well  past  middle  life,  aud  some  of 
their  children  are  young  men  and  wo- 
men although  they  to-day  see  these 
pages,  to  which  those  of  their  name 
have  contributed  so  much,  for  the  first 
time.  The  party,  and  its  reason  for 
coming  to  Versailles,  formed  a  practi- 
cal commentary  up«>u  the  words  of  » 
famous  French  writer  :  '  What  a  great 
nation  France  would  now  bo  if  she  had 
refrained  from  revolution  since  1815  !'  "

Important  Pension  Bill. 

Mr.  Willard,  of  Vermort,  reported 
from  the  Committee  on  Pensions,  on 
Saturday,  a  bill  granting  pensions  to 
soldiers'who  served  sixty  lays  in  the 
war  of  1812,  and  to  their  widows.  The 
bill  will  place  at  least  tei  thousand 
more  pensioners  on  the  rolls,  exclusive 
of  the  widows,  which  will  also  measure- 
ably  increase  the  number,  "irhe  bill  also 
diflfers  from  the  one  it  amends,  in  that 
it  does  away  with  aU  oaths  i)falliegance 
and  proof  of  loyalty,  and  t«»  obtain  the 
peupion  it  is  only  necessary  to  prove 
the  service  in  the  war  of  1H12,  for  the 
period  of  sixty  days.  The  full  text  of 
the  bill  is  as  foHows : 

Be  it  enacted,  etc  ,  Tliat  the  first 
section  of  "  An  act  granting  pensions 
to  the  survivors  of  the  war  Df  1812,  who 
served  sixty  dars.  and  to  their  widows,' 
approved  Febrilary  U.  1871,  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  f(illowe  : 

That  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  be 
and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  place  on  the  pension  roll 
the  uivnies  of  the  surviving  officers 
and  enlisted  ««d  drafted  iieh,  iuclud- 
ihp  ittihti«  and  Voiiinteers,  in  the  niili- 
tary  and  na^al  tetrice  of  the  United 
State.':,  who  served  in  the  war  with 
Great  Britain  of  1812  and  .vers  honor- 
ably discharged,  and  the  n  imes  of  sur- 
viving widows  of  such  officers,  and  en- 
listed and  drafted  men  Prcrrided, 
That  such  widow  shall  hav?  been  mar- 
ried prior  to  January  1,  1S25,  to  such 
oWcer,  enlisted  or  draftel  man,  and 
shall  not  hrtv*?  remarried. 

S*^c.  2.  That  sei'tion  "J  of  aaid   act   is 
hereby  amended  to  read  a»  follows: 

That  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any 
person  who  is  receiving  a  pension  at 
the  rate  of  eight  dollars  er  more  per 
month,  nor  to  any  person  receiving  a 
pension  less  than  eight  dollars  per 
month,  except  for  the  differenc^e  be- 
tween the  pension  now  leceived  and 
eight  dollars  per  montli.  Pensions 
under  this  ac*  shall  be  at  the  rate  of 
eight  dollars  per  month  escept  as  here- 
in provided,  and  when  a  jterson  is  re- 
ceiving a  pension  of  less  than  eight 
dollars  per  month,  and  shi  Jl  be  paid  to 
the  persons  entitled  thereto  from  and 
alter  the  passage  of  this  act  for  and 
during  the  term  of  their nvtural  lives: 
Provided,  That  widows,  pensioned  un- 
der this  act,  shall,  if  they  became  wid- 
owed after  the  14th  «)f  Februarv,  1871, 
be  entitled  to  a  pension  only  from  the 
date  when  they  became  widows. 

Sec  3.  That  all  applicanons  for  pen- 
sions under  this  act,  to  which  this  is  an 
amendment,  heretofore,  o  •  which  may 
hereafter  be  made,  shall  be  considered 
and  decided  as  though  made  under  this 
act. 
The  bill  was  passed  almost  without  a 

division.

WHEAT. 

A  month  ago  the  prospects  of  a  large 
crop  of  wheat   seemed    very   unlikely,

In 
both  these  states,  and  in  Indiana  and 
southern  Illinois,  an  increased  area  was 
devoted  to  wheat,  and  present  appear- 
ances indicate  that  the  crop  will  be  in- 
creased in  proportion.  In  Indiana  and 
Illinois  the  yield  will  be  very  abundant. 
Ohio  is  expected  to  yielil  a  much  larger 
crop  than  last  year. '  Earlier  in  the  sea- 
son there  were  fears  of  a  failure  in  Mis- 
souri, but  they  now  appear  to  have 
been  groundless,  and  the  crop  will  un- 
vionbtedly  be  an  average  one.  The 
wheat  crop  of  Minnesota  and  Western 
Wisconsin  is  in  good  condition,  and 
promises  better  than  it  usually  does  at 
this  season  of  the  year.  The  Kansas 
crop  was  greatly  injured  by  the  winter, 
but  is  coming  out  better  than  was  ex- 
pected. The  California  crop  will  be 
very  large.  A  larger  area  has  Ijeen 
sown  than  ever  before,  and  the  pros- 
pect of  a  lar»«  crop  was  never  better. 
After  a  careful  survey  of  ttie  situation 
the  conclHsion  is  manifest  that,  al- 
though there  may  be  entire  failures  in 
some  states  and  but  thin  crops  in  oth- 
ers, the  prot^pects,  taking  the  country 
as  a  whole,  of  at  least  an  average  crop 
are  very  favorable.

TOBACCO. 

In  some  of  the  tobacco-growing  sec- 
tions an  increa.sed  area  will  be  planted 
the  present  season,  and  there  is  every 
reason  for  expecting  a  corresponding 
increased  crop.  It  is  too  early  in  tlie 
season  to  give  very  definite  statistics  at 
present,  but  there  is  a  promise  of  a  very 
largely  increased  production  of  this 
staple,  particularly  in  Kentucky.  Ten- 
nessee, and  Indiana.  The  farmers  of 
the  latter  state  are  paying  increased 
attention  to  its  cultivation,  and  if  the 
season  proves  a  good  one,  the  crop  i»f 
1872  will  prove  the  largest  ever  pro- 
duced in  Indiana.  In  some  of  the 
southern  states  cotton  has  given  plact 
to  tobacco,    so   that    on  every  ground

CORN,   OATS,   BAKLEY.   AND  BYE. 

The  corn  crop  throughout  the  south- 
ern states  promises  to  I  e  a  large  one. 
In  some  sections  re-planting  will  be 
necessary,  but  the  crop  already  in  the 
ground  is  coming  up  well.  The  prob- 
abilities of  a  good  corn  crop  on  the  Pa 
cific  coast  are  better  than  usual.  In 
all  the  oat-growing  states  our  informa- 
tion is  to  tiie  ertect  that  there  wdl  be 
an  increased  protliiction.  In  some 
parts  ( f  Geor;?i.i,  l>arley  and  rye  have 
headed  out  and  are  looking  finely.  In 
California,  oats  and  barley  are  rapidly 
maturing  and  will  yield  abundantly. 
In  some  counties  a  yield  of  .50  bushels 
of  barley  to  the  acre  is  expected.  Tlie 
Ohio  oat  crf>p,  although  ba<lly  damaged 
by  the  late  unusually  heavy  and  pro- 
tnieted  rains,  may  yet  prove  a  paying 
yield,  while  the  barley  and  rye  have  re- 
covered from  the  winter  freeze,  and 
will  make  good  returns.  In  «,ther  bar- 
ley and  rye  growing  states  the  imlica- 
tions  are  favorable  for  good  crops  of 
both  thene  cereals,  and  any  anxiety 
that  may  have  be.n  felt  f)n  the  .score  of 
their  scarcity  should  be  given  up  at 
once. 

FKriTH. 

Th«  fate  of  the  peach  crop  has  been 
an  otiject  of  concern  to  fruit-growers 
all  over  the  land,  and  the  fruit,  like  the 
wheat,  has  suflered  greatly  from  the 
winter.  In  peach -growing  Delaware 
the  intense  cold  not  only  killed  the 
bitds  but  also  the  ends  of  the  lower 
limtm  of  the  trees,  and  a  few  weeks 
ago  all  supposed  the  entire  crop  was 
irretreviably  ruined.  The  balmy 
bre»th  of  spring  has,  however,  started 
into  life  the  untouched  tops  of  the 
|>each  trees,  and  revealed  the  fact  that 
there  W(juld  be  at  least  a  paii  of  a  crop, 
and  in  some  places  the  growers  are 
confident  of  having  a  full  crop.  At 
Frederika,  in  Kent  county,  the  trees 
show  the  j'xistenct;  of  so  many  blos- 
soms on  the  top  branches  that 
were  each  blossom  a  peach  the 
limbs  could  not  sustain  the  weight. 
Nevertheless,  as  fully  one-half  the 
tree— on  account  of  theh>wer  branches 
being  blighte.1— will  not  bear  at  all 
not  more  than  one-third  of  a  crop  can 
be  exnected.  In  other  parts  of  the 
state  but  one-third  of  a  crop  is  expect 
etl ;  but  in  the  peach  territory  inclmled 
in  Delaware,  provided  that  nothing 
hereafter  occurs  to  mar  the  pro8j)eets 
more  than  half,  and  pttrhups  nearly 
twD-thirds  of  a  crop  will  be  realized. 
In  the  Ohio  ijeach  district,  where  some 
trc' H  have  escaped  the  frost  entirely, 
otheis  are  blighted  and  barren  «f  buda. 


ThoiiHuntl    Sewing-Maehiii* 
cha  flics. 

During  the   past  twenty  years,  says 
the   Boston  Commercial    Bulletin,  the 
business  of  making   and  selling  sewing 
machines  has   grown  from  insignificant 
beginnings  into  one  of  the    mo.st  Hour- 
ishing   and    remunerative  branches  of 
trade.      The  aggregate  yearly  sales  of 
all  the  so-called    "regular"  companies, 
some  five  or  six  in  number,  foot  up  the 
surprising  total  of  t5(X),000  machines  an- 
nuall.y,  the  total  yearly  sales  amounting 
to  between   twenty  and   thirty  million 
dollars.     Of  actual  mechanics   directly 
employed  in  making   sewing  machines, 
irrespective  of  those  gaining  a  livelihood 
in  producing  the  materials  which  enter 
into  their  structure,  there  are  at  least 
ten  thousand,  whose    wages,    at  a   low- 
estimate,   amount  to  |i25,00O    per   day, 
or  seven   and  one-half  millions  yearl.y. 
Aad  these     are    but    a  portion    of  the 
men  employed.      All  of  the  large  com- 
panies have  in  each    city    well    located 
and  expensive  warerooms,where  a  num- 
ber  of  clerks,    salesmen,    girbj  to  give 
instruction  in  the  use  of   the  machines, 
and  others  find  work,  besides  a  host  of 
canvassers  and   agents,    whose  name  is 
legion,  who  receive  liberal  commis-sions, 
and  to  whose  importunities,    perliap.s, 
this  important  industry  is  largely   in- 
debted for   its    unprecedenteilly    rapid 
growth. 

The  rent-roll  of  one  of  these  compa- 
nies, as  returned  monthly  to  the  head 
office,  foots  up  over  #20<],fMK>  annually, 
and  the  competition  between  ditlereiit 
makers  has  caused  advertising  to 
become  a  most  important  item,  from 
*7r>,0<X)  to  *1()0,(M)0  being  spent  annual- 
ly in  this  manner  by  each  «>f  theleatling 
makers. 


I»eail  by  Act  of  Parliamont. 

From  tho  N.  Y.  Mail. 

A  bill  has  passed  the  German  Parlia- 
ment which  will  go  into  effect  on  the 
1st  of  Tilly,  formally  ileclaring  that  all 
soldiers  and  otlicers  of  whom  nothing 
is  heard  by  that  date,  are  dead,  and 
giving  their  property  to  the  heirs.  This 
ileclaring  a  man  dcjid  by  act  of  Parlia- 
ment is  rather  a  curious  proceeding. 
Suppose  .some  straggling  soldier  who 
lias  been  reported  dead,  but  has  in 
reality  been  slowly  recovering  from 
wounds  ami  si<-kness  in  some  out-of- 
the-way  place,  should  finally  turn  up  ; 
he  can  be  coolly  informed  that  he  is 
dead  and  has  no  rights  or  claims  that 
living  men  are  bound  to  respect.  In 
short,  he  coiUd  be  treated  with  no  more 
consideration  than  a  ghost  and  an  in- 
terloper, and  would  soon  wish  that  he 
had  been  finished  in  the  war. 


War  Against  the  Jesiiit.s. 

Accoidiug  to  the  Gazzetta  d' Italia, 
negotiations  are  now  going  on  between 
Germany,  Austria,  aii.l  Italy,  for  the 
abolition  of  Jesuit  establishments  in 
those  countries.  The  first  two  Powers 
are  disposed  to  adopt  this  measure,  but 
Italy  has  not  arrived  at  a  decision,  M. 
Visconti-Vensola,  the  Italian  Minister 
of  Foreign  Allairs,  considers  that  the 
expulsion  of  the  Jesuits  would  be  a  vio- 
lation of  religious  freedom,  and  has 
declared  that  rather  than  give  his  con- 
sent to  the  proposed  measure,  he  will 
resign.  ''This,"  adds  the  Gazzatta, 
"  is  characteristic  of  the  attitude  of 
the  present  Ministry  in  religious  ques- 
tions ;  it  still  pursues  the  vain  dream 
of  a  reconciliati(ui  with  the  Papacy  and 
with  France,"  Hence  the  singular  pro- 
ceeding by  which  the  abolition  of  reli- 
gious orders  was  promised  in  the 
speech  from  the  throne,  and  then  post- 
poned sine  die.

He  wore  a  blue  damask  R.iwn, 
lined  with  silk,  a  white  satin  emhroi- 
dered  waistcoat,  black  satin  small 
ch)thca,  white  silk  stockings,  and  red 
morocct}  slippers. 

The  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Massachusetts,  as  late  as  1779,  wort' 
robes  of  scarlet,  facctl  with  black  vel- 
vet ;  and  in  summer  black  silk  gowns  ; 
gentlemen  wore  coats  of  every  variety 
of  coltjr,  generally  the  capt;  aiid  collar 
of  velvet  of  a  different  color  from  the 
coat.  In  178<)  General  Washington  ar- 
rived in  New  York  from  Mount  Vernoni 
to  assume  the  duties  of  the  Presidenc  j. 
He  was  dressed  in  a  full  suit  of  Virgi' jia 
homespun.  On  his  visit  to  New  Engl  And 
he  wore  the  old  Continental  uniform, 
except  on  the  Sabbath,  when  he,  ap- 
p<|ared  in  black.  John  Adams,  when 
Vice-President,  wore  a  swonj,  and 
walked  about  the  streets  with  his  hat 
under  his  arm.

The  season  so  sweet. 

For  Wiutor  is  Kone  ;

The  many  amiiversurici    whioli  occur 
iluriug  the*  mouth    <>f  May     locuU    to 
miud    the    very    different    manuer   in 
which  the  eomming  of  the  dowei-s  was 
celebrate!    in    tbe    olden   time.     The 
qiiet^tioii  of  woraau's   rights  or  wrongs 
then  oeenpied   bnt    a  small    portion  of 
the  feminine    miud,  as   for   voting  the 
gentler  sex  seem  to  have   had   no  wish 
to  contaminate    themselves    with    poli- 
tics, but    maintained,  it    is    quite  pro- 
bable, a  quiet    sway    over    mankind  in 
general,  without  saying  anything  about 
it.     At  thi^  sea.soii  of  the  year,  instead 
of  mounting  Ihe  platform,  fair  maidens 
were  busily    engageil    iu  wearing   gar 
lauds    of  flowers,    and    decking     their 
holiday  finery   for   g.iy  dances  on    the 
green,  and    sly    flirtatious    under 
trees : 
"  Many  a  ureen  gowne  has  Wen  given. 
Many  a  kisjs  l>oth  odd  aud  even  ; 
Many  a  glaiioo.  too.  U;ii«  Uen  stut 
From  out  Ihe  eye  love*  tirmameid   - 
Many  a  ji*t  told  ot  the  koy,  l»-traying. 
VThou  lads  and  lassi.  s  wout  a-May  inp." 

"  The  Maypole  is  up, 

Now  give  nio  the  enp, 
ni  ibriuk  to  the  garlands  aroimd  it ; 

Bnt  flrst  unto  thoso 

Wh'>so  hand.-*  dideomp>8e 
The  glory  of  flowers  tliat  crowned  it." 

Then  the  village  Maypole  stood  upon 
the  gre<>n  tho  whole  year  ivmid.  always 
a  geutle  renirn«1cr  of  Im  "SL^  l>ay 
sports,  and  thronpli  the  long  dreary 
winter  jiointiug  upwanl  as  a  harbingar 
of  hojie  which  promi.sed  the  retnru  of 
the  flowers. 

The  bringing  of  the  Maypole  from 
the  greenwood  was  always  an  import- 
ant event  and  attended  with  much  cere- 
mony. 

From  twenty  to  forty  yoke  of  oxen 
were  gayly  decorated  with  bright  rib 
bons  and  garlands  of  blossoms,  with 
bouquets  fastened  t«i  the  tops  of  their 
horn:<  and  little  flags  placed  behind 
their  ears.  These  drew  htirae  from  the 
forest  the  tall  Maypole,  whifh  was  also 
ornamented  in  the  gayest  manuer,  be- 
ing painted  i:i  various  colors  and 
wound  with  wToaths  of  wild  flowers  aud 
sweet  scented  herbs,  tied  with  gay  ril>- 
bons.  Then  followed  a  merry  proces- 
sion of  men,  women,  and  children,  all 
clad  in  their  best  attire  and  loaded 
with  the  flowering  May  boughs  they 
gathereil  while  the  dew  still  glistened 
upon  them. 

Handkerchief.H  and  streaming  flags 
were  tied  to  the  Maypole,  aud  tlitu  it 
wa:4  hfted  uloft  amid  loiiil  huzzas,  and 
the  ei'Und  of  the  pipe  and  tabor.  The 
green  was  ornamenteil  with  fresh  ^fay- 
bough.",  aud  rustic  arbors  and  leafy 
bowers  were  erected.  But  the  choic- 
est flowers  and  the  greenest  boughs 
were  reserved  for  the  fairy  throne  cou- 
(rtrueted  for  the  lu-autiful  t^ueen  of  ''le 
May. 

And  horn  with  Ivory  tnonth,  and  hui  klo  bright,- 
And  arrows  wingod   with  p»-at-<xkB   feathent  light. 
And  frurty  bow  wellgathend  ot  the  ytw.' 

Ami  at  his  siile  was  seated  the  sweet 
maid  Marian,  crowne<l  ah  the  Lady  of 
the  May. 

••  With  ryfs  ot  blue, 
Kbiniag  through  diiFk  hair,  like  the  Btan  of  ni^bt. 
And  hat>it«"d  in  pntty  forest  plight, 

UiH  Krifiiwixttt  bi'auty  mIIh  young  us  tho  dow." 

Above  every  dtwir  were  placed  buneli« 
es  of  the  May,  and  I'vcry  lad  Wore  a 
sprig  of  haw  thorn  iii  his  liat. 

Once  up«^:n  a  May  Day  in  the  City  of 
Lond«>n  the  famous  Robin  Uootl,  re- 
nowned in  song  and  story,  riih-d  over 
the  sports  as  Ijord  of  tlio  ^lay. 

"  With  iiMil  of  IJuoidn  grooii,  and  MautI*)  too. 

Friar  Tuck  also  joiueil  merrily  in  the 

sports  and    the    morris-dancers,    with 

their  fantasiie  diess  ami  giligling  bells 

lulded  greatly  to  the   merrimcDt.     And 

there  were  Robin    Hood's    trtisty  eom- 

panions  of  the  forest     also, 

"  Tho  archer  mon  iu  gr«-en,  with  belt  aud  bow, 
FoaHting  on  phoasaut,  river-fowl,  and  nwao. 
With  Kobin  at  ihi  ir  hoad,  and  Mar'aii." 

Long  after  Robin  Hood  and  his  meriy 
men  ha«l  passed  from  tho  busy  worlif, 
no  May  Day  festival  was  considered 
(Mimphte  unless  the  popular  bandit 
was  represented  by  s<ime  one,  and  s<imo 
fair  maiden  recalled  by  her  attire  sweet 
Marian  of  the  woods. 

£v«n  raonarchs  ii.sed  to  go  a-Maying, 
for  King  Henry  VIIL,  with  his  Queen 
Katherine,and  a  noble  retinue  of  birds 
and  ladies,  rode  forth  one  bright  May 
morning,  ho  early  that  the  bough.s 
above  their  heads  showered  jewels  upon 
them  as  they  passed  along — ur.til  they 
reached  the  i)Iace  known  as  Shooter's 
Hili,  where  they  were  detained  by 
Robin  Hood  ami  his  archers.  Being 
invited  to  tarry  and  feast  with  this  dar- 
ing monarch  of  the  woods,  they  com- 
plied, aiidsattlown  to  a  banipiet  plen- 
tifully supplied  with  venison  and  wine, 
after  which  their  graceful  entertainer 
stiught  to  amuse  his  royal  guests  by 
displaying  the  skill  of  his  men  with 
their  arrow*. 

He  whisded,  and  two  hundred  arrows 
went  singing  through  the  air  with  but 
one  sound. 

Another  whistle,  and  two  hundred 
more  followed  with  like  precision, 
which  greatly  delighted  his  noble  visit- 
ors. 

One  of  those  amusing  personages 
who  exist  now  only  iu  the  memories  of 


the  past,  but  who  addetl  to  the  May 
Day  frolic,  was  the  Jaek-o'-the-Oreeu. 
He  belonged  usually  t<»  the  country, 
and  amused  the  city  people  with  his 
rustic  dancing.  Hi-  went  about  tdmost 
covered  with  green  boughs,  and  gaily 
deokeil  with  ribbons  and  thiwers.  He 
carried  in  liiu  hand  a  long  wand  wreath- 
ed with  bltissotus,  which  he  whisked 
about  as  he  ilaiu-cd  and  alterward  walk- 
ed with  it,  assuniing  a  most  ridiculous 
pomposity. 

Onci  of  the  prettiest  pr«KM'ssions<)f 
May  Day  was  formed  by  the  luilkmaitls 
— tiu»8e  energetic  damsels  who  are  al- 
ways up  and  out  before  "  Five  o'clock 
in  the  nioniin;:."

The  garland  here  referrtnl  to  was  at 
ririit  a  pile  of  briohlly  scoured  tins, 
w  hich  were  carried  on  the  top  of  a  daiu- 
sel's  head,  and  uiuler  wliuh  ^he  tiiqied 
the  '-light  fantastic  toe  "  to  tho   sound 

of  the  violin. 

But  as  the  niilkiiiaids  grew  more  as- 
]»iriiig,  tliev  ceased  t<>  carry  about  their 
light  utensils  tlH-niselves,  but  hired  by 
the  hour  the  niilkmiids  garland, 
which  WHS  a  pyraimdieal  frame  covered 
over  with  damask  aud  ornamented  witii 
highly  poli.shed  pieces  of  silver  plat«^ 
ami  these  inteispiised  with  bright 
knots  of  ribbons  and  bmn-lus  of  flow- 
ers. The  whoh)  was  surmouiited  with 
a  silver  urn.  and  waa  borne  thiough 
the  streets  by  two  men,  proceeded  by 
the  uiusii-,  behiii  I  which  the  light  foot- 
»'d  merry  niaidf^  dum-'d  along  their 
way,  while  their  graver  companions  fol- 
lowe  I  behind  the  garland. 

r.iit  sonndinu's  there  chanced  to  l>e  a 
youthful  ilairy-maid  who  could  ill  af- 
toid  to  spare  her  mites  toward  such  a 
display—  and  as  even  the  poorest  joined 
in  celebrating  the  May,  we  find  one 
of  these  di'scri bed  as  ther«>  joining  in 
the  universal  meriy-r.iaking :  "A 
beautiful  cimntry  girl  '  drest  iu  her 
bes»,'  and  more  gaily  attireil  than  on 
any  other  day,  with  floral  ornaments  in 
her  neat  little  hat  and  on  her  bosom, 
led  her  cow  by  a  rope  depending  from 
its  horns,  garlanded  with  flowers  and 
knots  of  ribbou.s  ;  the  horns,  neck  and 
head  of  the  «'ow  were  decorated  in  lik*' 
manuer;  a  fine  net,  like  tlmse  upon 
latlies'  p.ilfreys,  tast'-fnlly  stuck  with 
with  flowers,  covered  licsss  back,  and 
even  her  tail  was  ornamented  with  pro- 
ducts of  the  Spring  and  silken  knots. 
The  proprietress  of  the  cow  a  neat, 
brisk,  little  matronly  body,  foUowed 
on  one  side,  in  holiday  array,  with  a 
sjnig  in  her  loiintry  bonnet,  a  bhmm- 
ing  posy  in  her  handkerchief,  and  rib- 
bons t>n  her  stomicher.  This  ecene 
was  in  \Vestmini>t»T,    near  the  old  Ab 

bey.' 

Alas  !  if  out  should  be  up  betimes 
now  a  days  upon  a  May  mi»rning,  aud 
look  abroad  for  the  pretty  milkmaid.s, 
what  a  vision  would  grffct  his  eyes  ! 

A  score,  or  more,  of  ugly  lookiug 
carts,  fitted  witii  dingv  cans,  all  hud 
died  around  some  antique  looking 
pump,  previous  to  going  their  accus- 
tometl  rounds,  while  us  many  rough 
milkmen  accost  ca<'h  other  with  any- 
thing but  pleasant  morning  salutations 
as  they  amply  dilute  the  lacteal  fluid 
iu  the  cans  with  Croton. 

No  wonder  that  life  was  more  poeti- 
cal in  the  olden  times,  when  even  the 
meanest  (U'cupation  had  their  pretty 
festivals,  than  now,  when  living  has  be- 
come sucli  a  serious  thiug  that  we  have 
little  leisure  to  gather  flowers  to  strew- 
over  its  barrenness. 

In  the  town  ol  Dort.  in  Holland, 
there  is  a  beautiful  fountain,  on  the 
pyramid  <if  which,  in  i<  fh  la,  is  a  cow 
uiid«'r  which  is  sealed  a  milkmaid. 
The  coin  ol  this  pretty  place  has  also 
upon  it  the  same  design. 

Both  of  these  are  intended  as  a  me- 
mento of  honor  to  the  beautiful  dauijh- 
ters  of  a  rich  farmer,  who  were  one  May 
morning  «m  their  way  to  the  town  to 
sell  tiieir  milk,  when  they  observed  sev- 
eral Spuii.'-li  soldiers  concealed  behind 
some  hedges.  These  wi.se  little  lu'.iid 
ens  tot'k  no  notice  of  the  strangers,  but 
went  (juictly  i>n  Uieir  way,  and  ns  sotm 
as  they  ieache<l  liie  s|iiniberin'_'  city, 
they  wakened  the  burgomaster  aud 
warned  him  of  the  inipeiidiiig  danger. 
The  slniecs  of  Dort  were  quickly  open- 
ed, and  a  great  iiuinbcr  of  the  enemy, 
who  weri"  «M»invaled  in  the  vicinity,  lost 
their  lives.  So  much  for  the  heroism 
of  milkmaids !  VVe  shouhl  uot  omit 
to  state  that  tho  tnagistratesof  the  place 
honored  the  yMiing  girl.>  with  a  visit  to 
present  their  thanks  ;  and  among  the 
younger  citizen.s,  the  most  distinguish 
t\\  sought  to  wed  the  iinpretenuing 
maidens  wl;o  had  saved    their  country. 

Celebrating  the  May  8eems  to  be  a 
custom  in  all  countries.  It  had  its 
origin  first  in  lloine  where  a  beautiful 
woman  named  Flora  bequeatiied  her 
palace  to  the  city,  on  condition  that 
the  people  should  anuilrlly  ceh-brate 
her  memorv  with  music,  dancing,  and 
with  florai  tributes.  She  died  272 
years  before  Christ. 

Till"  annual  festivals  given  iu  her 
memory  Wen-  called  Floralia,  or  May 
gatiies.  After  some  years,  the  Senate 
of  Rome  decreed  that  I'lura  should  be- 
come  one  ol  their  thirty  thousand 
ileiticH,  its  _trhe  goddess  (>f  flowers,  and 
they  ciimmaiided  her  to  be  worsliipi  <>d 
for  the  protection  of  all  tlie  lloial  kiug- 
di»m.  in  Borne,  to  l!ii.->  dav.  the  stat- 
ues arc  gaiiaml  with  flowers  iu  May, 
and  little  cliildieii  ,(,'o  about  the  sliT-ets 
bearing  from  dour  to  door  puppets  of 
the  Madonna  crowned  with  blossoms. 
Ill  tlu^  peiicful  vale  of  Ariio,  near  Flor 
ence,  the  pe.isants  still  weavi'  their 
garlands  aud  deck  tlu>inselves  witli 
flowers  ui»i)n  the  anniversary  of  the 
Caleudi  Maggio. 

Five  or  six  of  the  prettiest  girls  gaily 
attired  go  Hinging  from  house  to  house, 
wishing  every  one  a  "Merry  ISlay."  In 
fact  all  tliiMr  souuts  a  ebiit  a  succession 
of  good  wishes,  such  as  wishing  that 
yon  may  enjoy  all  the  pleasures  of 
youth  ;  that  you  may  be  loved  etpially 
well  in  the  morning  and  iu  the  evening; 
that  you  may  live  a  huudred  and  two 
years;  that  every  thing  you  eat  m  ly  be 
turned  to  sugar  and  oil;  that  your 
clothes  and  lace  may  never  grow  old  ; 
that  nature  may  smile  upon  you  eter- 
nally, an<l  that  the  oooilness  of  its 
fruits  may  surpass  the  bi>auty  of  its 
flowers,  and  so  .'  n,  following  each  with 
spiritual  wishes,  ami  «>nding  each  stan- 
za ot  their  song  with  '*  AUij/ro  Mttmii"^ 


they  can  succeed  in  catt^hing  a  snail  by 
the  horns  and  throwing  him  also  over 
the  sboulder  after  the  May  dew,  this  is 
acconnted  to  be  o  roost  favorable  omen. 
H  the  same  snail  be  phu;ed  upon  a  shite 
as  it  crawls  around  it  is  supposeil  so  iu- 
diu^e  tbe  initials  of  tho  future  bus- 
bawl's  name. 

Tho  month  of  May  was  .".irmerly  ush- 
ered in  by  the  Scotch  ity  n  curious 
ceremony  called  the  "  Bel.  .ne."  This 
was  a  time  of  groat  mirth,  and  there 
still  exists  an  annual  fair  known  as  tho 
Beltane  Fair. 

A  town  iu  Perthshire  is  called  "Tille 
Beltein,"  /.  c,  tho  eminence  of  the  tire 
of  Baal.  N«ar  this  spot  are  twoDriud- 
ical  temples  of  stone,  with  a  well  dose 
by,  which  still  retains  an  odor  of  sanc- 
tity amtmg  the  suiierstitious.  Upon 
"  Beltein  ^uy  "  they  gather  here  make 
a  fin\  and  prepare  a  custard  of  milk 
and  eggs.  They  also  kueail  a  cake  of 
oat  meal,  which  is  baked  upon  a  heated 
stoue,  and  afU^r  tlio  custard  is  eaten 
the  cake  is  divided  int«»  as  many  pieces 
as  there  are  persons  present,  oi  e  of  the 
pieces  being  bltickened  with  charcoal. 
Tho  bits  of  cuke  beiug  then  put  into  a 
bonnet,  the  company  are  blindfohh'd, 
and  the  iH>rson  who  tlraws  the  blackeii- 
t!d  piece  of  cake  is  considered  as  tie* 
voted  to  be  ndrriftrd  ti>  lUial,  and  is 
obliged  to  leap  thnnigh  the  flame  thrtHj 
times. 

Ill  Ireland  the  ceremony  of  Beltein  is 
performed  on  tho  'Jlst  of  June.  There 
the  fires  nro  made  upon  a  hill  toji,  and 
every  member  of  a  family  i>(i>inrn 
(/irfni;//i  (hr  fire  to  ensure  gtiod  lortune 
for  t!ie  ensuing  year. 

This  resembles  the  ancient  rite  to 
the  I'alilia  among  the  Rinnans,  and  if 
seemed  strange  that  such  a  vestige  of 
heathenism  shouhl  have  com*'  dow  n  to 
the  nineteenth  century.  The  month 
of  May  way  once  esteemed  a.s  especial- 
ly favorable  to  the  curing  of  diseases, 
m  those  ilays    when  a    monarch  was  re- 


garded with  so  much  reverence  by  his 
IK'ople  that  the  simple  touch  of  his  roy- 
al hands  was  considered  to  be  a  cure 
for  all  ills. 

Charles  IL  issueit  a  proclamation 
that  he  would  heal  the  afflicted  in  the 
mouth  of  May,  aud  at  the  stipulated 
lime,  great  numbers  flocked  to  tiie  city 
of  London  for  that  puqiose. 

It  ia  an  unfortunate  fact  that  modern 
sovereigns  seem  better  reared  in  the 
art  «»f  creating  evils  than  dispelling 
them. 

But  as  bigotuesH  and  narrow  minded- 
ness  have  given  place  to  a  more  liberal 
belief,  the  old  supcrstitioHs  clustering 
artjuud  the  month  of  May  have  faded 
away  like  mists  bt'fom  the  sun. 

Men  pass  coMtiinially  away — but  still 
the  seasons  come  and  go,  the  faec  of 
the  earth  is  forever  changing,  and  yet 
forever  returning  to  that  from  w  hich  it 
is  changed. 

And  thus,  though  the  dark  storms  of 
Wint.er  oppress  us,  we  know  that  Na- 
ture's laws  lire  immutable — that  the 
skies  will  clear,  the  sun  shone  bright 
again,  and  tho  flowers  bloom  once 
more — and  so  there  is  a  consolation  for 
every  sorrow !

It  will  not  do  to  say  that  the  Demo 
cratic  party  has  uot  exercised,  even 
within  the  past  ten  years,  a  most 
healthful  influence  in  the  administta- 
tion  of  the  national  government.  True, 
it  has  been  out  of  office,  has  exercised 
no  immediate  power  in  the  »-iMitrol  of 
the  attministration.  But  the  moral 
force  of  its  simple  existence  as  a  party 
has  been  a  shield  to  the  States,  almost 
unol>«Prved  b.r  th«^  unthinkimr  mind, 
in  fact,  but  nevertheless  a  shield.  Ma- 
jorities rule  immediately— minorities 
immediately.  The  bare  fact  that  a  re- 
spectable minority,  such  as  the  Demo- 
cratic party  has  V»eea  for  years,  armed 
aud  equipped,  so  to  speak,  (>rganized 
for  action  at  a  moment's  notice,  I'U  the 
(jtii  vivi  for  ever^v  trespass  ui»on  States 
rights,  has  exorcised  an  influence  se**- 
ond  only  to  that  exercised  by  the  party 
in  power.  What  was  the  first  thought 
of  the  couHpiratorf*  against  our  form  of 
Government  when  at  Washin^lon  con 
c«>cting  new  treason  V  It  was  that  the 
Democratic  party  is  on  the  aleit,  ready 
to  sound  the  alarm,  to  warn  tli«»  people 
against  our  plots,  ami  being  organised 
and  compact,  ready  to  muster  recruits 
liere  and  there,  ami  finally  accomplish 
our  defi'at!  That  was  the  line  of  their 
cogitations-  aud  this  has,  no  dmibt, 
shiehUM  us  fn>m  many  a  plan  for  a 
complete  c«»nsolidatioii. 

Jn  the  personal  war  cm  Grant-  in  the 
desire  to  clieek  real  or  supposed  depie- 
tlations  tni  our  natu»iial  ireasury,  it 
dot  s  seem  that  many  otherwise  int^dli- 
gent  men  are  forgetful  «»f  the  fact  that 
there  are  matters  <»f  far  more  ctmcern 
to  fuliire  Welfare  of  his  |>eople  than  mo 
iiey.  Economy  in  government  expen- 
ditures is  ilcHirable,  but  with  all  the 
eariicstnosM  of  a  patriotic  natiire  we 
beg  our  people  to  pause  for  God's  sake, 
aud  remember  that  gold  is  but  »lrt)ss 
ctmipared  with  the  administration  of 
sound  principles— aye,  with  eveu  the 
keeping  alive,  within  an  organized 
party,  such  principles.  No  one  pro- 
protends  that  the  p<»htical  doctrines  of 
Horace  Greeley  differ  from  those  held 
by  President  Gnuit.  No  one  will 
ileny  that  the  Liberal  Republicans  have 
organized  a  mere  personal  warfare  up- 
on   the     ono    watchwonl  of    honesty 


career  ;  pause,  if  for  no  other  motive, 
throujih  a  motive  for  the  safety  of 
their  own  party  in  this  country  which 
holds  dear  the  doctrine  of  States'  rights 
to  bo  disbaudod,  divided,  conquered, 
we  can  uevor  get  it  together.  With 
(ireoloy  in  the  lead  wo  will  continue  on 
tho  downward  road,  an  organized  min- 
ority t<j  check  us,  until  wo  finally  hind 
iu  a  strong  consididutod  national  gov- 
ernment. Heed  the  warning  ;  think  ol 
tho  matter  like  men  ;  torget  this  queg- 
tiou  of  honimty  (so-called)  and  «cou- 
«»my,  and  be  prepared  from  this  higher 
staudpoiut  to  shield  iiosterity  from  un- 
told (tvila. 

There  has  always  boon  two  opposite 
schools  of  p<ditics  in  the  United  States 
—one  seeking  to  enlarge,  the  other  to 
restrict,  the  sphere  of  tho  national 
government.  Greeley  a  Federalist,  a 
Whig,  a  Radical  of  the  deepest  convic- 
tions, is  asked  by  (tome  to  swallow  the 
only  parly  which  can,  iu  the  dark  hour 
yet  to  come,  maintain  the  rights  of  lo- 
cal government.  This  is  the  "hones- 
ty" to  which  we  are  invited  !  Greeley 
has  always  been  a  zealot  in  his  position 
to  States'  rights  Democrat  up  to  the 
time  of  his  nomination  it  1H<J8.  Gree- 
ley has  advot'att'd,  from  his  "honesty" 
convictions,  every  measure  of  usurpa- 
tion, howt'ver  enormous — every  act  of 
(Jong.vss  for  curtailing  of  States' 
rights.  He  mipported  the  Military 
Eh'ctioii  bill -tlie  carpet-bag  govern- 
ment—the Ku-Klux  bill— all  in  direct 
iic(!ord  with  his  political  philosophy. 
Uniler  his  administration  Federal  sol- 
diei-s  would  interfere  with  election  in 
the  States.  Under  his  administtation 
the  Southern  people,  and  finally  the 
Northern  people  would  be  at  the  ten- 
der mercies  of  Federal  authority. 

I^  there  no  danger  iu  all  this  which 
as  fur  exceeds  the  danger  that  springs 
from  mere  personal  dishonesty  as  the 
inculcation  of  sound  principles  exceeds 
the  paltry  value  of  dollars  and  cents? 
True,  we  may  be  told  we  have  and 
conti:2ue  to  have,  these  same  usurpa- 
tions under  Grant,  with  "  dishonesty' 
thrown  in.  But  we  are  not  asked,  as  a 
body,  to  support  Grant,  to  throw  down 
the  barriers  for  all  time  to  come  aud 
in\ite  the  transgressor  to  their  wicked 
work  Are  our  liberties  worth  more 
than  dollars  and  cents?  Can  they  be 
estimaU^d  by  the  measurement  of  mou- 
ey  ^  If  we  had  lieen  told  one  short 
year  ago  that  the  Democratic  party 
would  be  invited,  iu  a  bo<ly,  to  the  sup- 
port of  a  man  holding  the  strong  Fed- 
eralist doctrines  of  Greeley,  we  would 
have  laughed  in  the  face  of  the  pro- 
phet.    But 

"  Vice  is  a  in"nBl«T  of  ouch  frightful  mien 
That  to  Im'  liated  noods  but  to  be  se«n  ; 
Vet  seen  t'>o  oft,  familiar  with  its  faee, 
We  first  1  ndiir.',  then  pity,  then  embrace." 

Our  Lilieral  friends  fail  to  put  the 
t|uesl  ion  properly.  It  is  not  a  ques- 
tion of  "Greeley  or  Grant."  It  is  the 
tpiestiou  of  laying  down  our  arms  in 
the  face  of  the  enemies  of  self  govern- 
ment never  to  take  them  up  again.  It 
is  a  ipu'stion,  the  \ntal  question,  of  the 
rights  of  the  States— a  question  which 
wdl  eflect  posterity  far  more  than  the 
simple  question  of  finances.  We  are 
told,  "Better  Greeley  than  Grant.  " 
SupiMise  we  yield  the  proposition,  and 
what  next  ?  '  We  say  bietter  even  Grant 
lor  another  four  years  than  we  should 
disband  the  only  organization  which 
holds  the  tran.sgressors  in  check.  Bet 
ter  fifty  years  of  continuous  and  suc- 
cessive defeats  than  surrender  the 
question  of  self-government  to  one  of 
finances.  Better  that  Grant  or  Gree- 
ley, or  both,  shall  occupy  the  Presi 
dential  chair  for  a  dozen  of  terms  than 
that  we  sh«»uld  yield  this  great  ques- 
tion and  fill  to  keep  our  sentinels  upon 
the  watching  tower.  The  temptation 
tor  "  honest"  government  is  strong. 
Meu  are  sensitive  when  touched  upon 
the  pocket.  The  iiropoeal  for  surren- 
der conies  to  us  in  its  mont  insidious 
shape — comes  with  fair  words  and  pro 
litic  of  jiromises,  conies  presenting 
something  present  and  tangible — comes 
offering  us  gold  iu  exchange  for  our 
liberties.  We  must  resist  it  with  all 
the  virtue  we  can  master.  Were  each 
left  to  himself  Greeley  would  be  a  far 
more  dangerous  man  than  Grant. 

But  we  are  told  that,  being  indebted 
to  the  Democracy  for  his  election,  he 
would  necessarily  be  controlled  in  his 
administration  by  the  Di'mwratic  po- 
licy. Not  so,  however,  if  the  course 
indicated  by  the  Tennessee  Liberals  is 
to  prevail— if  Democrats  are  to  merge 
their  partv  identity  int»»  the  Cinciuuati 
movement.  The  only  possibility  for 
the  Democracy  to  exercise  any  Voice  iu 
the  administration  of  public  afl'airs,  is 
to  lie  found  iu  a  close,  compact,  and 
thorough  organization.  Whatever 
Democrats  do, they  must  do  as  a  party.

Althoitfih  almost  t'viT  since  agricul- 
ture has  l>eeu  praotioed,  iintl  that  we 
believe  is  ever  sinoe  the  creation  of  the 
worltl,  soot  lias  been  known  tti  be  a 
valuable  manure,  yet  in  the  nineteenth 
century  there  are  huiiilreds  of  farmers 
who  ojiunot  be  juTsuaileil  to  believe 
this.  It  is  really  as  valuable  as  »fuano. 
Take  a  hogsheatt  of  water,  and  dissolve 
it  in  twelve  quarts  of  soot,  and  you  will 
have  a  splendid  liquid  manure  for 
plants.  Apply  to  the  roots,  of  course, 
and  then  watch  the  results. 


Important  FncI  in  Uinpr  Cultnri'. 

We  would  mention  a  fact  which  has 
come  within  our  observation  and  expe- 
rience, which,  if  generally  true,  is  of 
some  importance.  It  is  this  :  That  the 
third  fruit  bud  from  the  base  of  the 
last  year's  cane  throws  out  larger  and 
better  developed  bunches  of  grape* 
than  either  the  tirst  or  second.  The 
grapes  from  these  buds  seem  also  better 
tiavored  and  generally  superior  to  those 
on  the  first  and  second.  In  accordance 
with  this  hint,  we  have  adopted  the 
plan  of  cutting  the  cane  at  such  lengths 
as  to  leave  the  third  bud  generally, and 
sometimes  the  fourth,  when  a  good 
strong  one,  and  then  rubbins  off  the 
lirst  and  second  buds,  and  leaving  the 
third  and  fourth  for  truit.  The  num- 
ber of  fruit  buds  left  on  the  vine  must 
depend  on  the  age  and  strength  of  the 
vine.  If  the  vines  are  strong  and  vig- 
orous at  three  years,  from  two  to  three 
bunches  of  grapes  may  be  allowed  to 
mature  on  each  without  injury. — Pa- 
cific Ultra  I  Press. 

Thr  Striped  Ba«(. 

The  Germantown  Telegraph  has  the 
following : 

'*  Every  gardener  knows  that  this  is  a 
most  destructive  insect  among^melon, 
cucumber  and  other  young  vines, some- 
times damaging  the  crop  seriously. 
Many  remedies  have  been  suggested, 
some  of  them,  no  doubt,  go<jd  in  their 
way,  but  troublesome.  Now  we  have 
tried  for  several  years  a  remedy  which 
has  proved,  with  us,  a  complete 
success.  Instead  of  aiming  to  drive 
away  the  insect  by  soot,  ashes, 
etc.,  we  pet  it,  or  rather  fur- 
nish it  with  food  better  than  the  young 
melon  and  cucumber  plants.  We 
sow  around  each  hill,  at  the  time  of 
each  planting,  a  few  radish  seed,  and, 
coming  up  about  the  same  time,  the 
tops  supply  pasture  for  the  bugs  which 
it  much  prefers  to  the  vines.  Lettuce 
will  also  answer,  but  the  radish  is 
rather  liked  the  best.  While  our  vines 
are  untouched  by  making  this  little 
provision  for  it,  the  young  radish  tops 
are  completely  perforated 

"Should  this  fail — which  is  seldom 
the  case,  and  has  never  been  so  with 
us — sprinkle  the  vines  with  a  solution 
of  whale-oil  soap  and  water.  No  insect 
but  the  curculio  can  stand  this.  Where 
this  preparation  is  not  attainable,  a 
weak  8<ilution  of  carbolic  disinfectant 
»K)ap  will  answer  as  well. " 


Raspberry  Cultare. 

We  are  asked  in  regard  to  the  culture 
of  the  raspberry,  why  it  is  that  just  be- 
fore the  berries  fully  mature  a  great 
many  seem  to  dry  up  on  one  side, 
whilst  the  other  seems  comparatively 
good  and  sound  and  goes  on  ripening, 
but  of  course  producing  only  an  im- 
perfect berry.  We  give  as  a  reason  and 
the  true  one,  that  the  \ane  lacks  moist- 
ure at  the  roots ;  either  because  the 
earth  is  naturally  too  dry  for  the  rasp 
berry,  or  it  is  overrun  with  grass  or 
weeds  that  are  extracting  the  moisture 
from  the  soil  that  ought  to  go  to  nour- 
i^ih  the  plant.  The  raspberry  is decii led- 
ly  a  surface  feeder,  so  that  weeds  and 
grass  act  directly  upon  the  soiuce  of 
nourishment.  It  is  for  this  reason  that 
ptirring  the  gruiind  deeply  during  the 
fjruiting  season  is  injurious,  because  it 
destroys  a  great  number  of  fine  surface 
roots,  which  are  the  chief  fee<krs  of 
the  plant.  Probably  none  of  the  small 
fruits  or  berries  are  so  much  benefitted 
by  a  liberal  mulching  of  coarse  manure 
straw,  leaves  or  sawdust,  as  the  rsisp- 
berry.  It  keeps  the  ground  moist  at 
the  surface,  and  if  thick  enough  will 
keep  down  nearly  all  the  wexd.s.  Next 
to  mulching,  a  judicious  irrigation, 
particularly  during  the  season  of  the 
ripening  of  the  fruit,  will  l>e  very  cer- 
tain to  ensure  a  good  crop  of  sound 
berries  on  rich  and  otherwise  suitable 
plants.— /•«c///r-  lhir(t(  J'rtss.

Chicken  a.nd  Oystek  Cboqukttks — 
Chop  some  chicken  very  fine,  and  add 
to  it  as  large  aquantity  of  oysters  chop- 
ped fine,  with  half  a  cup  of  bre^id 
crumbs  ami  a  piece  of  butter  ;  seas'iti 
with  salt,  pepper,  and,  if  like«l,  a  little 
mace ;  moisten  with  one  or  two  well- 
beaten  eggs;  form  int<»  long,  slender 
rolls,  and  fry  in  goo<i  lard  to  a  light 
brown.  Serve  «*u  a  napkin,  and  gar- 
nish with  celery  tops  or  i)arsley,  and 
slices  of  lemon. 

Salt  in  Soap    Makino. — An  English 
correspondent  writes  to    the   Scientific 
American  that    a    very    practical   and 
most  useful  adaptation  of  common  salt 
in  partial  substitution  for  alkali   in  the 
manufacture  of  soap  is  now  being  most 
economically  and  advantageously   used 
in  that  country.     A  soap  can    ))e   pro- 
duced in  the  bar,  or  molded    into   pat- 
tern, cheaper  than  by  any  other  known 
process ;  and  plain  and  faacy   soape   of 
every  ixlor,  coh^r  and  .lesign  are  being 
freely  circulated  at  a  tigure  costing  the 
public  no  more  when  boxed  than  $2.88 
or  J3.36  per  cwt.  of  112  pounds.     This, 
too,  where  the  manufacturers    have   to 
pay  30  cents  per  cwt.    for  carriage   on 
t  he  salt. 

Potato  Pi'KF —Take  c«»ld  i oast  meat 
—beef  or  mutton,  or  veal  and  ham  to- 
gether— clear  from  gristle,  cut  small, 
and  season  with  pepper,  and  cut  pick- 
It  •->,  if  liked  ;  boil  and  mash  some  pota- 


toes, and  make  them  into  a  paste  with 
an  egg,  and  roll  out,  tlrtnlging  with 
tloiu.  Cut  round  with  a  saucer,  put 
some  of  the  seasoned  meat  with  one 
half,  and  fold  it  over  like  a  puff;  pinch 
or  nick  it  lu'arly  rouiul,  antl  fry  it  a 
light  br«»wn.  This  is  a  good  uiothi>d  t»f 
c»>oking  meat  which  ha.s  been  ctM»kcd 
before. 

(JuvFTiNu  W.\x.  A  recif>efor  making 
grafting  wax, from  a  practical  nursery- 
man, is:  llesiu,  six  pounds;  beeswax, 
one  ptmnd  ;  talK)w,  one  pouul ;  melt 
and  work  until  cold.  This  is  to  be 
used  warm,  when  working  m  the  house. 
For  out-door  work,  Mr.  J.  J.  Thomas 
recommcuils  the  same  formula, except 
using  liiisL'ed  oil,  one  pint,  instead  of 
the  t.illow.  For  out-tloor  work,  a  goo<l 
wax  is  made  by  using  nie  or  two  pounds 
less  of  resin,  one-half  to  one  pound 
more  of  beeswax,  and  one  and  one-hali 
pints  of  linseed  oil  ;  to  be  melted, made 
in  a  mass,  and  applieil  by  hand. 

Sweet  Peas.— .\  kkillful  cultivator  of 
this  flowering  plant  says  that,  if  prop- 
erly grown,  it  will  bloom  for  nioutha  ; 
that  fiiilure  arises  from  jwor  soil,  sow- 
ing too  thicklv,  and  not  allowing  a  well- 
deveU»pe*l  ami  luxuriant  growth.  The 
soil  should  be  very  rich,  ami  for  a 
hedge  or  screen  the  peas  should  be 
sown  in  a  row.  To  keep  up  the  bloom 
the  8et»<4  pmls  must  bt>  promptly  re- 
moved, as  the  growth  and  ri[>euing  of 
seeds  would  exhaust  the  strengtli  of 
the  plant.  By  this  prt>cess  they  will 
bloom  all  summer  and  until  frjst. — 
loira  Jlonuftttad. 

Soft  Oinoerbread. — Take  two  tea- 
cupsful  of  molasses,  fried  meat  fat  one 
cup.  water  two  cups,  soda  one  teaspoon 
ful,  ginger  two  teaspoons.  Adtl  a  little 
salt  and  flour.  This  will  make  two 
square  tin  b>aves. 

OiNOER  Cookies. — Beat  three  eggs 
and  add  two  and  a  half  cups  of  molas- 
ses, one  t  up  shortening,  one  of  sour 
milk ;  also  a  full  tablespoon  of  sotla, 
and  a  tablespoon  of  ginger. 


Au  Fleet  ric   Kail  mad. 

With  a  view  to  satisfy   the  generally 
expressetl  anxiety  on    the  part    of  the 
public,  we  visiteil  the  inventor  of  the 
electric  railway  system,  w  ho  very  cour- 
teously exhibited  tons  his  model  of  the 
railway  car,  the  electric  engine, and  the 
way  in  which  he   applied   it   to   propel 
the  cars.       It  is  a  very  simple   arrange- 
ment, and  the  only  wonder   i-j   that  the 
discoverv  has  not   been    made  before. 
The  engine  is  composed   of  a    number 
of  magnets  so  as   to   obtain    a   motive 
power    of     eight    hundred     and     fifty 
pounds,  or  a  one  horse    power.      The 
armature  is  made  to  work  similar  to  t^e 
pitman  of  a  sewing  machine,  and  takes 
the  place  of  the  piston  of  a  steam  en- 
gine.      This  works   by   breaking    and 
closing  the  circuit — by   the  manipula- 
tion  of  a   short,    easy-working    lever, 
worked      easily    by     the     fingers     of 
the      hand,     and     so     fast      that     the 
movement  of  either  extremity  is  imper 
ceptible  to  the  eye,  but  makes  it  appear 
as  a  solid  piece,    like  a   red-hot   rod  or 
burning  stick  appears  if  moved  rapidly 
by  the  hand,  a   beautiful   phenomenon 
often  indulged   in   by   children.     This 
armature  rapidly  turns  a  driving-wheel, 
by  which  an    additional   power  is  ob- 
tained   by    its    momentum,    and   this 
works  the  wheels  under  the  car,  which 
propeh  it  at   a   very  rapid   rate.     The 
road  being  elevated  upon  a   single  row 
of  poles,      it    is    as    level    a.s     a     die, 
and  the   cars  are  consequently   moved 
with   the   greatest   case.     The   engine, 
working  as  fast  as   lightning,    the  cars 
can  be  driven  at  a   tremendous  rate  of 
speed.     The  inventor  designed  his  in- 
vention to  be  used  in  carrying  mail  and 
express  packages,  which  can   easily  be 
done    at    the    rate     of     one    hundred 
miles     per     hour,     but      the     electro- 
magnetism  as  a  motive  power  for  small 
machinerv    will    make     the    inventi<m 
more  useJul  and  important. 

The  model  exhibited  shows  the  road 
upon  poles  set  in  the  curbstone  ortwJge 
of  the  pavement,  with  safe  and  easy 
stairway  to  ascend  or  decend  from  the 
cars.  The  single  line  of  poles  sup- 
ports a  double  track  for  cars  to  run  in 
opposite  directions,  the  telegrapic  lines 
of  the  diflerent  companies,  and  of  the 
fire-alarm  telegraph  and  gas  lamps  to 
light  the  street.  It  is  made  very  light 
so  that  it  will  not  obstruct  the  street, 
but  add  to  its  beauty,  and  do  away 
with  the  old  fashioned  tramway  street 
cars,  the  dread  «jf  owners  of  vehicles 
and  the  impedement  of  commercial  in- 
tercourse in  all  cities.  The  cars  will 
run  noiselessly,  and  are  the  very  thing 
needed  upon  crowded  thoroughfares. — 
Xanhville  Jiannf  r. 


Siin-S|M)ts  and  the  Vine  Crop.

As  the  connection  of  sun  spots  with 
terrestrial  phenomena  is  now  largely 
occupying  the  attention  ol  scientific 
men,  the  following  facts  may  be  of 
some  interest.

The  gentleman  who  first  remarke<l 
tlie  regular  recurrence  of  wine-years  at 
intervals  of  about  eleven  years  was  not 
aware  of  the  periodicity  of  the  sun.

The  years 
given  in  the  above  table  aie  the  only 
ones  known  in  Germany  as  go<xl  wine- 
years.  These  facts  agree  with  the  re- 
sults of  Messrs.  Piazzi,  Smyth  and 
Stone,  who  found  that  the  mean  tiiu- 
I^erature  on  the  surface  of  the  earth  was 
subjected  to  a  period  of  eleven  years.

AilVcled  a  itroken  Hank. 

From  the  San  ITraneisco  Chronicle,  May  1. 
Amoug  the  mo^t  romantic  and  singu- 
lar of  the  results'  of  the  mining  fever 
is  that  in  connection  with  the  banking 
house  of  ffohu  Sime  &  Co.,  the  an- 
nouncement of  whose  failure  startled 
the  community  a  few  months  ago.  At 
the  time  of  the  failure  it  was  found 
that  the  liabilities  of  the  concern 
amounted  to  |225,()0(.),  and  to  meet  this 
large  anumnt  th«>re  was  naught  but  the 
pitiful  sum  of  $(;(),()00  in  coin  and  a  K»t 
of  mining  stt)ck,  the  value  of  which  was 
then  so  insignificant  that  some  of  the 
cretlitors  contemptuously  referred  t<.>  it 
as  a  "d— d  wild-cat."  But  truth 
crushed  to  earth  will  rise  again  autl  so 
will  mining  stocks — particularly  on  oc- 
casums  like  the  present.  And  that  ptnir 
despisetl  mining  stock  has 

wrought  miracles  in  tills  case. 
A  large  portion  of  the  stock 
was  Exchciiuer,  which  was  then  worth 
about  |5  i»er  share.  Pending  the  set- 
tlement of  the  bank's  aflairs,  thestocks 
were  kept  locked  up.  and  behold  the 
results:  On  Monday,  Exchequer  was 
sold  at  #ltM»  iH»r  share — just  twenty 
times  the  value  it  possessctl  when  the 
failure  was  announcetl.  The  other 
stocks  of  the  bank  have  appreciated  in 
an  equally  ast»»unding  manner,  and  in 
conse<iuence  th»>  affairs  of  the  broken 
bank  have  been  lifted  out  i>t  the  shad- 
owy depths  of  poverty  and  placed  high 
in  the  radiant  sunlight  of  financial 
prosperity.  Last  Saturday  the  cash  in 
bank  was  |367,000,  and  *  yestertlay  a 
further  sum  of  #100,000  was  realized, 
making  t  lie  total  assets  |;107,(HK),  and 
leaving  #212,t)(X)  to  the  credit  of  the 
estate  after  paying  all  indebtedness. 

A  Sad  An'air. 

A  correspondent  writes  from  Flint, 
Michigau :  A  sail  affair  occurred  in  the 
tt>wn  of  Thetford,  which  has  thus  far 
resulted  in  the  ileath  of  three  sons  of 
Mr.  David  Case,  of  that  township.  It 
appears  that  these  three  boys,  the  eld- 
est being  about  twenty-two  years  of 
age,  in  company  with  two  other  young 
men,  while  at  work  together  in  the 
field,  discovere<l  a  plant  which  was  sup- 
posed and  t:iken  by  them  to  be  what 
is  kuonn  us  sweet  cicely,  which  is  a 
leafy  plant  of  thegenus  "Osmorrhiza,'' 
found  in  our  w«hhIs  and  fields,  ha\Tng  a 
branching,  fleshy  root  of  au  agreeable 
spicy  flavor,  and  which  was  dug  from 
the  ground  and  eaten  of  by  the 
whole  party,  but  which  proved  to 
be  a  poisonous  plant  known  ns 
"wild  parsnip."  At  the  time  of  writing 
nothing  is  known  to  your  correspondent 
as  to  how  soon  the  poisonous  efl'ects 
were  made  manifest,  except  that  two  of 
the  party  (»li«)se  names  I  have  been 
unable  to  learn)  after  partaking  retain- 
ed sudicient  strength  to  reach  their 
home,  where  their  father  after  hearing 
their  story,  induced  them  to  swallow  a 
quantity  of  tobacco,  causing  them  to 
vomit  freely,  and  which  had  the  effect 
to  remove  the  poison  from  their 
stomachs.  Upon  repairing  to  the  field 
they  found  the  three  brothers  quite 
dead.  The  necess.iry  restoratives  were 
immediately  applied  to  the  other  two 
who  still  retained  a  spark  of  life,  and  it 
is  hoped  that  with  proper  care  they 
may  be  restored  again  to  health.  The 
whole  community  is  shroudeil  with 
glgom  by  this  affair,  and  the  heartfelt 
sympathies  t»f  all  are  extended  to  the 
parents  wh(»  have  been  so  terribly  and 
suddenly  afflicted. 


ShiphiilMiii:;  in  Denmark. 

Irtu)  shipbuilding  appears  to  be  rap- 
idly becoming  an  important  branch  of 
industry  in  Denmark.  Although  for 
the  last  fifteen  years  small  iron  vessels, 
designated  for  trading  between  the  va- 
rious Baltic  ports,  have  In'en  built  at 
Copenhagen,  it  is  only  recently  that 
the  construction  of  large  steamers  has 
been  attempted.  At  present,  several  of 
1,000  tons  are  being  built,  and  one  of 
these,  it  is  stated,  will  be  employed  in 
laying  down  the  telegraph  cable  be- 
tween China  and  Japan.  Two  steamers, 
each  of  nearly  900  tons,  the  Rolfe  and 
the  Thorwal(l.Hen,  have  just  made  the 
passage  to  New  York,  and  these  are 
said  to  be  the  first  iron  vessels  built 
in  Denmark  which  have  entered  that 
port.
